John ‘Henderson Pays Awful 
- Penalty for Assaulting and 
filling Mrs, Younger, 


HUSBAND OF VICTIM 
CUT BURNING NEGRO 


Thousands of People Gathered at 
Corsicana To Witness Negro 
Expiate Crime—Confessed 
Woman Fought for 

: Honor. 


Corsicana, Tex., March 13.—John Hen- 
derson, colored, who brutally assaulted 
and murdered Mrs. Younger, a farmer’s 
‘wife, living just outside this city, several 
days ago, was burned to death in the 
court house square here at noon today. 
A written confession of the crime, at- 
tested by Justice Roberts, was secured 
from the prisoner, Five thousand people 
witnessed the burning and business was 
practically suspended for a time. 

Henderson was captured yesterday af- 
ter a lone chase. He was trailed by 
blootthounds from the Younger home- 
stead many miles back and forth across 
the country, and was finally captured 
hear Hillsboro. The officers took him to 
the latter place and were _ impelled, 
‘ through fear of mobs, to start for Fort 
Worth. When the train reached Itasca a 
party of Younger’s friends overpowered 
the guards and hustled Henderson from 
the train. He was conveyed across the 
prairie, a distance of forty-five miles, to 
Corsicana, where he was placer in jail 
to prevent the infuriated citizens from 
tearing him to pieces, 

‘A committee was appbinted to see him 
and pass finally upon his guiit or inno- 
cence. Finally he made qa written con- 
fession that he had murdered an “un- 
known white lady three miles north of 
Corsicana, March 6."" There was no one 
present, he said, but himself and the wo- 
man's two little children. He sald he did 
hot know why he dh ite Oe 

Hurriedi the Cremation. 

When it became public that Henderson 
had confessed people swarmed arourd the 
jail. It was decided to burn the prisoner 
at the stake at 2 p. m., but news was re- 
eéeived that troops had been started from 
Dallas and the execution was hurried. 

A railroad rai] was driven into the 
ground in the corner of the court house 
square. Boxes and dry timber were piled 
around it. and saturated with oil. Just 
before noon about forty men rushed from 
the jail across the square to the place 
where the rail had been planted. In their 
midst was Henderson, handcuffed. The 
men formed a circle, holding to a chain 
which surrounded the prisoner to prevent 
the crowd from tearing him away. The 
negro was fastened to the rail with wire 
and chains. 

Cans of oil were emptied .over his cloth- 
Ing and dozens of lighted matches touched 
the inflammable material. The fire alarms 
were rung and the stores of the city were 
fleserted, as their occupants rushed to 
a square to witness the burning. 

ust as the pile was fired Conway 
‘ Younger, husband of the murdered wo- 
man, jumped at Henderson and slashed 
him across the face with a knife. Hen- 
dérron gave no indication of pain or suf- 
fering. He rolled his_eyes to get a 
glimpse of the angry faces which sur- 
rounded him and there was a _ slight 
movement of the hands. 

In. ten minutes Henderson was dead. 
At no time did he make any outcry other 
than an occasional groan. 


How Negro Was Taken. 


Henderson was brought to this city this 
morning at 7 o’clock and landed in fail 
for safe keeping. Six of the leading citi- 
gens of this county effected the capture? 
acting on behalf of the citizens of Na- 
varro county. Henderson had been con- 
fined in Belton Junction and officers were 
taking him to Fort Worth, Sheriff Baker, 
of Waco, refusing to receive him. The 
telegraph wires had been tapped at Hills- 
boro amd the citizens’ posse was con- 
stantly informed of the movements of the 
officers with Henderson. The train was 
boarded at Hillsboro and no attempt made 
to capture Henderson until near Itasca. 
When the party started to enter the con- 
ductor tried to prevent them and tried to 
run to Fort Worth without stopping. He 
was treated roughly and the men entercd 
the car an secured the prisoner and of- 
ficers in charge. A Johnson county of- 
ficer pulled a revoWer on the committee, 
but was disarmed before he could shoot. 
After a lively fight the committee com- 
yelled the officers in charge of Henderson 
© accompany them acruss the country 
forty-five miles to Corsicana, changing 
horses and teams at Frost. - 

Henderson made no attempt to escape 
when captured, and although he knew 
that sure death awaited him, gave no 
sign of fear, The negro made a full con- 
fession after arriving here, telling how 
he went to the Younger home ard at- 
tempted to assau.:t Mrs, Younger, how 
the fought for her honor, how finally an- 
gered at her resistance he attacked her 
with his knife, how: the two children 
screamed in ffright-when they saw their 
mother’s life blood crimsoning the walls 
and floor and how Mrs. Younger fell 
across the doorstep. He then fled, but 
looking back saw his victim staggering 
down the road aimlessly, falteringly; she 
fell ard lay still, then he turned and ran.

GENERAL HARRISON, 
FORMER PRESIDENT, 


CLAIMED BY DEATH 
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EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON. 


Distinguished American Died at His Home in Indianapolis Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 
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He Had Been 
Hours Before End 


in a Comatose Condition for 
-Came---Children of 


First Marriage Not Present. 


Indianapolis, Ind., 
Benjamin Harrison died at 4:45 o’clock 
this afternoon without regaining con- 
sciousness. His death was quiet and 
painless, there being a gradual sinking 
until the end came, which was marked by 
a single gasp for breath as life departed 
from the body of the great statesman. 
The relatives, with a few exceptions, and 
several of his old and tried friends were 
at the former president’s bedside when he 
passed away. 

The general’s condition was so bad this 
morning after a restless night that the 
attending physicians understood that the 
end could not be far off, and: all bulletins 
sent out from the sick room were to this 
effect, so that the family and friends 
were prepared when.-the: final blow came. 
The gradual ‘failing of the remarkable 
strength shown by the patient became 
more noticeable in the afternoon and a 
few moments before the end there was 
an apparent break down on the part of 
the sufferer, as he surrendered to the dis- 
ease against which he had been so brave- 
ly battling for so many hours. The 
change was noticed by the, physicians 
and the relatives and friends who had re- 
tired from the sick room to the library 
below were quickly summoned and reache 
ed the bedside of the general before he 
passed away. 

Caused Profound Sorrow. 

News of the death spread quickly 
through the city and severa] of the more 
intimate friends at once hurried to the 
Harrison residence. The word was flash- 
ed from the bulletins of all the news- 
papers and thus communicated .to the 
people on their way home in the evening. 
The announcement produced the greatest 
sorrow. Within a few moments the flags 
on all the public buildings and most of 
jthe down town businesg blocks were 
hoisted at half mast and other outward 
manifestations of mourning were made. 

None of Genera] Harrison's children 
was present at his death. Neither Colonel 
Russell Harrison nor Mrs. McKee had 
reached the city, although both were 
hurrying on their way to the bedside of 
their dying parent as fast as steam could 
carry them. “4 

Elizabeth, General Harrison’s daughter, 
had been taken from the sick room by 
her nurse before the end cume, 

The group at the bedside included Mrs. 
Harrison, William H. H. Miller, Samuel 
Miller, his son: Rev. Dr. M. L. Haines, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian church. 
which General Harrison had attended for 
s0 many years; Secretary Tibbets; Drs. 
Jameson and Dorsey, Colonel Daniel M. 
Ransdell,: sergeant-at-arms of the United 
St senate and a close personal friend 
of the dead ex-president: Clifford Arrick 
and the two nurses who have been in 
constant attendance, General Harrison's 
two sisters and an aunt were gqlso pres- 
ent. 

Mrs. Harrison kneeled at the right hand 
side of the bed, her husband’s right hand 
grasped in hers, while Dr. Jameson held 
the left hand of the dying man, counting 
the pulse beats. In a few moments after 
the friends had been summoned to the 
room the end came, Dr. Jameson an- 
nouncing the sad fact. 

Silence Broken by Prayer. 

The great silence that fell on the gor- 
rowing ‘watchers by the bedside was 
broken by the voice of Dr. Haines, raised 
in prayer. ; 

Steps were at once taken to notify the 
friends and relatives outside the city. The 
first telegram sent to Washington was by 
Colonel Ransdel! to his wife, Other tele- 
grams followed to prominent men at the 
national capital, including Senators Fair- 
banks and Beveridge, of Indiana. 

General Harrison had. been unconscious 
for hours before his death, the exact time 
when he passed into a comatose state be- 
ing difficult to determine. He spoke to 
no one today, failing to recognize even his 
wife. The greater part of Tuesday, also, 
he was in a semi-comatose condition, al- 
though he was at times able to recognize 
those at his bedside. At that time he 
recognized and spoke to Mrs, Newcomer, 
his aunt, and also to Mr. Miller, the 
words, however, being very indistinct.

The general's little daughter, Elizabeth, 
was brought into the sick room for a few 
moments to see her father, and offered 
him a small apple pie which she herself 
had made. General Harrison smiled his 
recognition of the child and her gift, but 
the effort to speak was too much and 
he could do nothing more to express 
his appreciation. 

Today all efforts to arouse the slowly 
dying man to consciousness failed, and 
he died without a word of recognition to 
any of those who surrounded his bed- 
side. 


Dying, He Talked of Boers. 


From one who was present at the death- 
bed it is learned that the allegations of 
cruelty and injustice dealt out by Eng- 
land to the Boers in their struggle for 
liberty had been a subject for thought in 
the mind of General Harrison. 

In his semi-conscious condition, when 
the sentinels of discretion and propriety 
had gone from their posts and the mind 
of the man was wandering, he began to 
speak of the Boers and thelr hopeless 
struggle for national life, His voice was 
weak and trembling,, his thoughts were 
not connected; but the listeners. bending 
over him could hear words of pity for 
the dying farmer republics. 

The funeral of ex-President Harrison 
will take place next Sunday afternoon at 
2 a’clock. The services will be held in 
the First Presbyterian church, of which 
General Harrison was a member for near- 
ly fifty years. 

This afternoon it was decider at a meet- 
ing of Governor Durbin with other state 
officers that the body of General Harri- 
son should lie tn state in the rotunda of 
the capitol all day Saturday. 

The highest honors which are in the 
power of the state of Indiana to pay will 
be rendered to General Harrison. It was 
decided to ask the former members of 
his cabinet to be C§2neral Harrison’s hon- 
orary pailbcarers. Notices to this ef- 
fect were sent today-to the following, 
ex-Secretary of State John W. Foster be- 
ing now in Mexico and his whereabouts 
being unknown at Indianapolis: Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Charles W. Foster, 
Fostoria, O.; Secretary of War Stephen 
B. Elkins, Elkins, W. Va.; Secretary of 
Navy Benjamin F. Tracey, New York; 
Secretary of Interior John W. Noble, St. 
Louts; Postmaster-General John Wana- 
maker, Philadelphia; Commissioner of 
Agriculture Jeremiah M. Rusk, Milwau- 
kee, 

Harrison as a Soldier. 


Moses G. McLain, of this city, who 
served under General Harrison during the 
civil] war and was more or less intimately 
associated with him, pays the following 
tribute to his commander's war record: 


*“‘When it came to battle he would never 
ask or command his men to go where he 
was not willing to go himself. In the 
battle of Resaca he led the assaulting 
columns and was at the front with his 
men. After the battle it was either Gen- 
eral Ward or General Butterfield who ex- 
c.aiméed: ‘Colonel, you have won your 
Stars today.’ At this battle General Ward 
was wounded:and Colonel Harrison took 
which he com- 
manded through all the succeeding pbat- 
tles to Peachtree creek, before Atlanta, 
where he commanded the division in thai 
battle. 

“Many times he was seen, when on a 
long march, to dismount when he saw : 
Weary soldier who seemed to be well 
worn out, take his gun and order him to 
mount the horse and ride while he walked 
and carried the gun of the soldier. As 
another evidence of thg@ great esteem in 
which he has been held by his old com- 
mand, I might say that he was the presi- 
dent continuously of the regimental] or- 
ganization and was re-elected as such at 
cur last reunion last summer. 

“A little incident showing his thought- 
fulness after the war occurred while he 
was in che United States senate. He 
called me up one Jay and said he under- 
stood that Fred was in the poorhouse— 
Fred was a little German boy who enlist- 
ed in his company out near Cumberland, 
in this county—and wanted to know if I 
would not go out with him Sunday to see 
him. On Sunday I drove up to the gen- 
cral’s house to get him, but before com- 
ing out to the buggy he went back to 
the grape arbor in the back part of the 
yard and gathered a basket of grapes to 
take with us for Fred. He ascertained 
from Fred the cause of his trouble, and 
in a very short time had him removed to 
the soldiers’ home at Dayton, O.” 

Miller’s Tribute.

Many Passenger ‘Trains Are Stalled 
in the Snow, ahd “Aid Is Asked 
For — Crushes . 
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Grand Rapids, Mich., Matgh 13.—Rag- 
ing along the entirg ceast of, lake, Michi- 
gan north of Grand Rapids, and reaching 
out over the Saginaw’ valley is one of 
the most disastrous storms in years. 
Railroad reports hefe show that all lines 
are blocked and th@t Hot a train on the 
Grand Rapids and ?In@fana or the Pere 
Marquette north - hortheast of. here 
is able to move, far thé winds. have 
been southeasterly, but railread men fear 
that it is turning $o northwesterly and 
that the worst is ¥et to come. 

Five Grand Rapidg and Indiana passen- 
ger trains are stalled between here and 
Mackinaw Citv. Tjwo Pere ~ Marquette 
passenger trains age fast in the snow 
and are rapidly being snowed in com- 
pletely, and there are freight trains out 
on both lines which are banked in with 
walls of snow and frozen slush. Rail- 
road men say that the storm is one of the 
worst they have ever encountexed. 

The strength of the blizzard may. be un- 
derstood when it is ‘known that the win- 
dows of the coaches and the cabs of the 
engines were in some instances broken 
in. The trainmen in reporting from the 
narth say that their situations are peril- 
ous and ask for immediate aid. They 
say the snow is falling in clouds and 
that they are unable to assist themselves. 


WOMAN HYPNOTIZED HARRIS. 


Man Alleges Mrs. Allen Caused Him 
To Murder Husband. 
Burlingtom, Kan., March 18.—In the triai 
of James Harris for the murder of J. H. 
Allen. of Ottumwa, John Holt, a negro 
janitor of *he county jafl, swore that 
Harris had told him the details of the 
plot and the murder numerous times and 
that Harris claimed to be very much in 
love with Mrs. Aijen, tie wife of the 
murdered man. Mrs: Allen was acquitted 
yesterday on the charge of instigating the 
murder, Harris refusing to testify against 
her. Holt also testified that Harris had 
told him he would play insane at the 
trial and would refuse to talk at all. Har- 
ris’s refusal to testify against Mrs, Alien 
was explained by a statement made to 
Holt that he was so much under her 
control that he could say nothing against 
her in her presence. Sheriff Greene and 
other witnesses swore that Harris had 

made a confession to them, 


TO INCREASE FRENCH FLEET. 


First Portion of Scheme Has Been 
Put in Execution. 

Paris, March 13.—The first portion of the 
scheme for the increase of the French 
fleet has been put into execution. The 
minister of marine, M. Delanessan, an- 
nounces that he has given orders to lay 
the keel at Toulon of an armored crulser 
of 12,500 tons, to have a speed of twenty- 
two knots and to be named the Victor 
Hugo, and for the building at Rochefort 
of two torpedo boat destroyers of 303 
tons each and to have a speed of 28.5 
knots. 

Three submarine boats of a new type, 
for experiments, have been ordered, and 
twenty submarine boats of a type already 
tried will be shortly commenced at the 
various naval yards. Eight other de- 
stroyers and eleven first-class torpedo 
boats, to have a speed of 24 knots, -have 
been ordered in private yards. 

The building of other battleships and 
torpedo 7 destroyers will soon be 


started. = ) 
DENY DRUGGING THE GIRL. 


Three Men Arrested for Assault on 
Mamie Paige. 

New York, March 13.—Edward Gleason 
and David Patterson, of Brooklyn, were 
arrested today, charged with having par- 
ticipated in the assault on Mamie Paige, 
the sixteen-year-old daughter of G. H. 
Paige, in Brooklyn, on Sunday last. 
George F. Abbott, Jr., of Brooklyn, was 
arrested last night charged with the same 
offense. The police say Gleason and Pat- 
terson have made confessions in which 
they admit that the girl was assaulted, 
but deny that a drug was administered. 

Complaints charging assault were 
drawn against Abbott, Patterson and 


Gleason, and pleas of not guilty were en- | 


tered by all three. The prisoners were 
remanded without bail.

HE’S WANTED FOR FORGERY. 


Alleged Johnson Has Put Out Lot 
of Bad Paper.

to $100,000 against leading citizens of this 
country have been committed by him. It 
was found today that there was a great 
quantity of forged paper held by the in- 
stitution. Bank Examiner Sekion filed 
papers with the county clerk at St. Jo- 
seph attaching all of Johnson's property, 
but it will not cover the shortage by 
many thousands. - No trace of Johnson 
was discovered today.

To the Atlanta Library He Adds 820,000 to His Generous Gift 
Previously Made. 
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EMPLOYEES 
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Great Philanthropist Has Given $5,000,000 in 
Trust To Be Used To Aid Those Who 
Have Been in#is Employment. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 13.—Two letters 
from Andrew Carnegie, made public to- 
night, tell of his retirement from active 
business: life and of his donation of 
$5,000,000 for the endowment of a fund 
for superannuated and disabled employees 
of the Carnegie company. This benefac- 
tion is by far the largest of the many 
created by Mr. Carnegie, and is proba- 
bly without a counterpart in the world. 
This fund will in no wise interfere with 
the continuance of the savings fund es- 
tablished by the company fifteen years 
ago for the benefit of its employees. In 
this latter fur#ti nearly $2,000,000 of the 
employees’ savings are on deposit, upon 
which the company by contract pays 6 
per cent and loans money to the work- 
men to build their own homes. 

Why He Retired. 

The first letter is as follows: 

“New York, March 12, 1901—To the 
Good People of Pittsburg: An opportu- 
nity to retire from business came to me 
unsought which I considered it my duty 
to accept. My resolve was made in youth 
to retire before old age. From what I 
have seen around me I cannot doubt the 
wisdom of this course, although the 
change is great, even serious, and seldom 


brings the happiness expected. But this 
is because so many, having abundance 


to retire upon, have so little to retire to. 


The fathers in olden days taught that 
a man should have time before the end 
of his career for the ‘making of his 
soul.’ I have always felt that old age 
should be spent not, as the Scotch say, 
in ‘making mickle mair,’ but in making a 
good use of what has been acquired, and 
I‘ hope my friends of Pittsburg will av- 
prove of my action in retiring while still 
in full health and vigor, and I can rea- 
sonably expect many years for useful- 
ness in fields which have other than per- 
sonal aims 

“YT shall have more time now to devote 
to the institute and to the technical 
sehool, which are in the higher domain 
of Pittsburg life, and these I have long 
seen to be my chief work. 

“For all these reasons, and for an- 
other more potent than all, viz, that 
Pittsburg entered the core of my heart 
when I was a boy and cannot be torn 
out, I can never be one hair’s breadth 
less loyal to her or less anxious to help 
her in any way than I have been since I 
could help anything. 

“My treasure is still with you; my heart 
is still with you, and how best to serve 
Pittsburg is the question which recurs 
to me almost every day of my life. 

“ANDREW CARNEGIE.” 
The Gift to Employees. 

The second letter says: 

‘New York, March 12, 1901.—To the 
President and Managers of the Carnegie 
Company: Gentlemen—Mr. Franks, m~ 
cashier, will hand over to you upon your 
acceptance of the trust $5,000,000 of the 
Carnegie company bonds in trust for the 
following purposes: The income of $1,- 
000,000 to be spent in maintaining the li- 
braries built by me in Braddock, Home- 
stead and Duquesne. The income of the 
other $4,000,000 is to be anvplied: 

“First, to provide for employees of the 
Carnegie company in all its works, mines, 
railways, shops, etc., injured in its ser- 
vice and for those dependent upon such 
employees as are killed. 

“Second, to provide small pensions or 
aids to such employees as, after long and 
creditable service, through exceptional 
circumstances. need such, help in. their 
old age and who make a good use of it. 
Should these uses not require all of the 
fevenue and a surplus of $200,000 be left 
after ten years’ gperaefon, then, for all 
over this workmen in mills other than the 
Carnegie company in Allegheny county 
shall become eligible for anticipation in 
the fund, the mills nearest the works of 
the Carnegie Steel Company being first 
embraced. 

“This fund is not intended to be used 
as a substitute for what the company 
has been in the habit of doing in such 
cases—far from it. It is intended to go 
still farther and give to the injured or 
their families, or to employes who are 
needy in old age, through no fault of 
their own, some provision against want 
as long as .needed, or until young chil- 
dren can become self supportig. 

“Your president and myself have been 
conferring for some time as to the pos- 
sibility of introducing a pension and 
beneficial system to which employes con- 
tribute, resembling that so admirably es- 
tablished hy the Pennsylvania and Balti- 
more and Ohio railroads,. We find it a 


difficult problem to adjust to a mangufac- 
turing concern, but should it be solved 
hereafter the trustees have authority to 
make this fund the foundation of such a 
system. 

‘Each superintendent will report to the 
president such cases in his department as 
he thinks worthy of aid from the fund 
and the president will in t2rn report to 
the -directors with his recommendation 
for action. 


Owes Workmen a Debt. 


‘T make this first use, of surplus wealth 
upon »retiring. from business as an ac- 
knowledgment.of the deep debt which I 
owe to the workmen who have contri- 
buted so greatly to my success. I hope 
the cordial relations which exist between 
employers and employees throughout all 
the Carnegie company works may never 
be disturbed, both employers and em- 
ployed remembering what I said in my 
last speech to the men at Homestead: 

‘**Labor, tapital and business ability 
are the three lers of a three-legged stool; 
neither is first, neither is second, neither 
third; there is no precedence, all being 
equally necessary.’ 

“I know that I have done my duty in 
retiring from business when an oppor- 
tunity presented itself, and yet as I write 
my heart is full. I have enjoyed so much 
my connection with workmen, foremen, 
clerks, superintendents, partners and all 
other classes, that it is a great wrench 
indeed to say farewell. Happily these is 
no real farewell in one sense, because, 
although no longer an employer, I am 
still and always must be a friend, deep- 
ly interested in the happiness of all 
whom it has been my good fortune to 
know and work in sympathy with for so 
many happy years. Always truly yours,

Carnegie Sails for England. 

New York, March 13.—Andrew Carnegie, 
accompanied by Mrs. Carnegie and their 
daughter, sailed for Southampton today 
on the St. Louis. Mr. Carnegie expects 
to return to this country in October.’ He 
wil spend most of the time while abroad 
at Skibo Castle, in Scotland. When ques- 
tioned as to his pi!ans Mr. Carnegie said 
he was not disposed to talk, because he 
had retired from business, He said, how- 
ever, he was going away entirely for rest 
and that he expected to spend the pleas- 
antest seven months of his life.

Senator Applegorth Votes for Meas- 
ure and Insures Its Passage.

Annapolis, Md., March 13.—The dem- 
Ocratic leaders are breathing more freely 
tonight, for when the senate adjourned 
at 11 o’clock it was practically certain 
that the new election bill, popularly 
known as “the disfranchisement bill,” 
will become a law. Nothing but an acci- 
dent, which cannot be foreseen, can now 
prevent its adoption and in such form as 
to fully carry out the purpose of its 
promoters, which is to make it almost 
if not quite impossible for an illiterate 
voter in Maryland to cast his ballot in- 
telligently. 

Up to tonight it has been considered 
doubtful if Senator Applegarth, of Dor- 
chester, a democrat, would vote for the 
bill. Without his vote it would be im- 
possible to pass the bill finally, unless 
the presence of Senator Claggett, of 
Prince Georges, could be secured. This 
seems impossible, as that gentleman is 
seriously ill in Philadelphia and his phy- 
sicfans forbid his removal at this time. 
It was therefore a source of intense sat- 
isfaction to the leaders when Senator 
Applegarth tonight voted with his fellow 
democrats to order the bill engrossed for 
its third reading and passage: 

The bill in its amended form will proba- 
bly be put upon its final passage through 
the senate tomorrow, after which it will 
zo back to the house of delegates for 
action on the senate amendments. That 
the house will concur in these there is 
little doubt, and the enactmnt of the bill 
into a law at an early day seems a ceér- 
tainty. 

The bill to provide for a census of the 
people of the state to be taken by state 
enumerators pased the house today by a 
vote of 57 to 23, one democrat voting 
against it.

and Then Kills Himself 


WROTE MESSAGES ON WALL

J. R. B. Danforth Commits Suicide 
and the Rev. Sam Jones Refers 
to the Event in His Ser- 
mon a Few Hours 
Later. 


Brunswick, Ga., March 13.—(Special.)— 
This city was thrown into great excite- 
ment this afternoon by the suicide of J. 
R. B. Danforth, a prominent wholesale 
lumber dealer and a leading business 
man. Danforth had just returned from a 
trip to Washington and seemed in the 
best of spirits up to a few minutes before 
he ended his life. He had spent the day 
at home with his family and after dinner 
went to his room, put on a dress suit, 
returned to the parlor and after locking 
the door took a seat in an easy chair, 
pulled his pistol from his pocket and fired. 
The-ball entered the head just above the 


ear and went almost through the brain. 


He died within a few minutes. 

On the wall near the dead man 
written the following: 

“The heart knoweth its own bitterness 
and a stranger doth not intermeddle with 
joy."’—Proverbs x and xiv. 

“To My Brother Knights of Pythias—I 
am clean inside and out and have on my 
wedding suit. Kindly don’t disturb same 
except you may put white gloves on my 
unresisting hands and sgjJippers on my 
feet. Please bury me at sea with no 
ceremony except the reading of marked 
extracts from Spencer’s ‘Education,’ 
which will show that I am gone to meet 
a friend. Fraternally, 

“J. R. B. DANFORTH.” 

The book referred to was examined 
and several paragraphs were marked. 

Danforth came to this city nine years 
| ago from Macon, where he was raised, 
‘and secured employment with the Frank- 
lin Commission Company and later_was 

appointed its manager. It is said that

' Danforth’s - sufcide. Danforth had at- 
, tended services regularly and was worked 
up. In’ his sermon tonight Mr. Jones 
eaid: .*” : 
“Forty-eight hours ago this very minute 
' one of your fellow citizens whose soul is 
/ now in eternity sat in the hearing of my 
voice, and do you know that an empty 
, whisky bottle was found in the room 
‘where this awful deed was done. I wish 
the dead man’s soul could come and take 
my place on thig platform and deliver a 
sermon,” 

Friends of Danforth are angry and say 
that the minister should not have brought 
up such a spbject. 

Some years ago Danforth killed William 
Langsberg at Macon, and after one of the 
most warmly contested legal battles in 
Georgia’s history was convicted and sen- 
tenced to penitentiary for life; but was 
pardoned during the administration of 
Governor Northen, The killing of Lands- 
berg preyedi on his mind and at times he 
was not himself, He married Mrs. Eolia 
Tyson, relict of a former representative 
in the legislature dnd a rich business 
man. No funeral arrangements have 
been made yet, but he will not be buried 
in the sea, as requested.

A Columbus Nationa] bank has just made 
a departure that has been a matter of 
much comment in banking, warehouse 
and farmers’ supply circles. 

The National Bank of Columbus has 
inaugurated the policy of lending money 
to farmers, advancing so much to the 
plow, and the step is regarded as the 
opening of a new field which ldcal na- 
tional banks have = heretofore ignored. 
National banks are not permitted to loan 
money upon land, unless there is some 
other security, and this has been one of 
the reasons the financial dealings of most 
of the farmers have been mainly with 
warehouses, supply men or private indi- 
viduals connected with those lines. 

Now that national banks are beginning 
to invade this territory, competition for 
the farmers’ business will increase, and 
the farmer will be profited, as thereby 
the number of places where he can se- 
cure money increases. 

The National Bank of Columbus inau- 
gurated the policy by sending out a num- 
ber of circi\ar letters, explaining the de- 
parture, and the matter has been a live 


‘topic with warehousemen since. Sifted 


down, it is asserted that with the na- 
tional banks in the business of loani to 
farmers, the planter wil] not have to} 
as ‘much interest on his money as under 
the old system. Just what rate of in- 
terest will be charged by the bank is not 
Stated. It had been rumored, that the 
rate would be 6 per cent—much lower than 
at present enjoyed by farmers. 

*““Yes, we have inaugurated the policy of 
lending to farmers,”’ said President W. B. 
Slade, of the bank, “but not at 6 per 
cent. We get the full rate, though not 
quite so high as that of your informants, 
who probably get from the farmer about 

per cent per annum. We have ex- 
tended an invitation to the live, solvent, 
unencumbered class of farmers in the 
counties around Columbus to come to 
the bank and secure loans in the spring, 
repayable in the fall, upon pledge of

A plow line was placed around Harris’s 
neck and his body was quickly suspend- 
ed from the limb of a nearby tree, after 
which it was completely riddled with 
bullets.

PRECIOUS MEMORIALS 
OF GREAT AUTHORS 


AMBRIDGE, MASS., March 2, 

1901.—Though not much spoken of, 

the steady acquisition, by private 
collection and public. libraries, of rare 
and valuable books and manuscripts from 
England and the continent ‘s one of the 
straws that show which way the wind 
of civilization is blowing. Once over 
here, moreover—the Shakespeare Folios 
and the Gutenberg Bibles—they never go 
back. They are lost to the old world, 
apparently, forever. 

The latest notable American purchase 
of this kind is the Riant collection, one 
part of which—the Scandinavian section— 
has come to Yale, and the second, deal- 
ing with the age-long conflict between 
west and east, in eastern Europe and 
in western Asia, to Harvard. In both 
these specialties the Riant collection was 
noted throughout Europe. The Harvard 
section, to speak only of that, is full of 
rare and beautiful volumes. A copy of 
Tasso’s “Jerusalem Delivered,” for ex- 
ample, contains annotations said to be in 
the poet’s own handwriting. 

But one need not stop with the Riant 
books in an enumeration of the treasures 
owned by Harvard by which Europe is 
the poorer and America the richer. The 
Tasso just referred to is only one of 
many such personal volumes on the Har- 
vard shelves. One particularly interest- 
ing collection comprises the books used 
by Carlyle in writing his biographies of 
Oliver Cromwell and Frederick the Great, 
and bequeathed by him to the university 
in token of his kindly feeling toward 
America and Americans. 

Carlyle had ascertained through Emer- 
son that the gift would be acteptable. 
In letters to Concord he refers to “my 
poor Falstaff regiment of books:” or “‘my 
widow’s mite of a bequest;”’ and speaks 
of the intention as for long years having 
“hovered in my thoughts as a thing I 
should like to do.”” When the arrange- 
ment had been made he wrote that he 
was “plously thankful that a poor littie 
whim, which had long lain fondly in my 
heart, had realized itself.” 

The books are full of notes. “A fool- 
ish cobblement” {s his curt comment in 
one. In another he writes: “I used to 
think this a book of some respectability; 
it seems no better than the others; here- 
abouts there is an error in almost every 


line of it.” Throughout it is Carlyle in\ 


his most characteristic vein. 

Another collection in the Harvard Li- 
brary that contains more than its share 
of precious memorials of old world life 
and literature is that left to the college 
by Charles Sumner. First editions, man- 

ripts, annodated copies, early printed 
ooks abound in it. Here, for instance, 
is a Plautus owned by Dr. Johnson, and 
bearing his autograph on the title page. 
Before Johnson's day it had belonged to 
the famous scholars Isaac and Meric 
Casaubon, father and son, and its pages 
are enriched with the notes of the for- 
mer. Another volume is a Pindar, dated 
1620, which belonged to John Milton. 
The margins throughout bear his manu- 
script notes in Latin and Greek, and at 
the end he has added an alphabetical in- 
dbx, occupying two closely written pages 
of all the authors cited, with references 
to the different places where they are 
mentioned in the annotations. 

Milton’s autograph does not occur in 
this volume, but may be found in the 
pages of an autograph album or visitors’ 
book, kept according to a custom com- 
mon in the sixteenth century, by a Nea- 
politan nobleman, Camillus Cardoyn by 
name, who resided in Geneva, from 1608 
to 1640, where Milton, apparentlv, visited 
him. Another autograph in this same 
album, among the hundreds which it 
contains, is that of Thomas Wentworth, 
the unfortunate ear! of Strafford. Mil- 
ton’s signature is dated January 10, 1639, 
and is appended to a Latin motto—“‘trav- 
el changes one’s sky, but not one’s 
mind,’’ it may be freely rendered—and a 
quotation from his own ‘“Comus”’— 

“If Vertue feeble were 

Heaven it-selfe would stoope to her.” 

A much worn copy of the King James 
Bible (Cambridge, 1687), once belonged 
to John Bunyan, and bears his autograph 
on the title page to the New Testament. 
It would be hard to imagine a book 
more generally interesting. Another Bi- 
ble belonged to the French dramatist, 
Racine, and bears his autograph in two 
places. Three books have the autograph 
of Thomas Gray, the author of the fa- 
mous Elegy. Gray, as one critic has said, 
had a competent knowledge of all 
branches of human knowledge except 
mathematics, and in more than one he 
was a consummate master. This learn- 
ing he displayed in the annotations which 
he made in his books, many of which are 
preserved with religious care in the great 
public and private libraries of England. 
One of the Harvard volumes which be- 
longed to him contains only his auto- 
graph, the other two, both autograph 
and notes, written in a small and fine, 
but wonderfully clear hand, and showing 
an amount of detailed information on 
the given subject, which may be called 
marvellous, considering the variety of 
subjects treated. | 

At least two of the Sumner books are 
memorials of great painters—one with 
the autograph of Rubens, another with 
no less than 27 original designs by Hol- 
bein on the margins. A Greek exercise 
book was used by John Dryden in West- 
minster school, and contains his name 
scrawled in boyish handwriting on the 
first flyleaf. The copy of the first edi- 
tion of the first part of the ‘‘Essay’”’ on 
Man” contains Pope’s own corrections. 
Many passages are struck out, many 
transposed, and couplets are _ shifted 
whole pages to find a more appropriate 
place, and there are, besides, a great 
number of merely verbal changes. A 
second volume of interest to lovers of 
Pope is a scrapbook arranged by Horace 
Walpole, containing portraits and carica- 
tures of the poet, a plan of his garden— 
with a “‘perspective view’’ of the famous 
grotto therein, and “an account of all 
the gems, minerals, spars ang ores’’ of 
which it was composed—and various 
other fugitive pieces of similar character. 

A Tasso which was owned by Drum- 
mond of Hawthornden, a little French 
book which has the eutograph of Drum- 
mond’s more famous friend, Ben Jonson, 
a volume which belonged to John Gay, 
the friend of Pope and Swift, and author 
of the most popular play, ““‘The Beggar's 
Opera,” ever produced in England—these

He swearg 
he can prove by Crowe that he was not 
implicated in the kidnaping on Decem- 
ber 18th; was not with Crowe at the 
house where young Cudahy was held for 
ransom and has not been in company 
with Crowe since December Ist of last 
year. 

Callahan swears that, if given a chance 
to do so, he could find a number of men 
who would swear to having been in his 
company the greater part of the day he 
is alleged to have been a guard of Ed- 
ward A. Cudahy, Jr., at the Melrose Hill 
house. Callahan swears that he cannot 
proceed to a trial and hope for an ac- 
quittal without the testimony of Pat 
Crowe, who is looked upon as the chief 
conspirator in the alleged kidnaping. 

Callahan says he dges not know Crowe's 
whereabouts at this time, but says that 
it is his opinion that he is not far from 
Omaha. If let out of jail Callahan says 
he thinks he could find Crowe. As yet 
Callahan has not secured a bond for his 
release until his trial

Queenstown, March 13.—Captain Oorte 
giese, of the Dutch steamer La Flandre, 
from Antwerp for Philadelphia, which 
was towed into Queenstown Monday by 
the British steamer West Point, which 
picked her up while un her way from 
London to Philadelphia with her rudder 
and stern post carried away and with 
three of her propeller blades gone, the 
vessel also being leaking and unmanage- 
able, has made a statement relating his 


experience. The La Flandre became un- 


manageab‘e March 9th and her command- 
er bitterly comments on the callousness 
of the captain of a large French steamer 
which passed the disubled vessel and the 
failure of other to assist the La Flandre. 

The first ship sighted was the French 
vessel referred to, which failed to re- 
spond in any way to the La Flandre’s 
urgent signals of distress. On the fol- 
lowing day the Red Star line steamer 
Friesland, Captain Nickels, which ar- 
rived at Antwerp March 10th from New 
York, offered to take off the crew of the 
La Flandre if they were prepared to 
abandon their ship; but when this was 
declined the Friesland proceeded. 

Then a Wilson line steamer, bound for 
Hull, passed the La Flandre, and the lat- 
ter, the captain says, refused to lay by 
and await better weather. The next 
steamship communicated with was the 
Norwegian steamer Liy, Captain Ras- 
mussen, from SBarry, March 2d, for 
Hampton Roads, She attached a hawser 
to the La Flandtfe and began to tow her 
in the direction of St. Michael's, Azores 
islands, but the hawser immeniateiy part- 
ed and the Liv proceeded on her voyage. 


KING EDWARD'S CIVIL LIST. 


Proposals of Government Show a 
Tctal of £470,000. 

London, March 14.—The Times asserts 
that the vovernment’s proposag@ for the 
civil list show a total of £470,000, being 
£110,000 for his majesty’s privy purse, 
and the rest for the expenses of the royal 
hotisehold. 

At a meeting of the civil list commit- 
tee of the house of commons yesterday 
the chancetior of the exchequer, Sir Mi- 
chael Hicks-Beach, who was elected 
chairman, explained that the government 
proposals contemplated.an abolition of 
the royal buckhounds, intimating that 
the substitution of a pack of foxhounds 
would be regarded as a suitable appanage 
to the royal establishment. 

The queen consort’s allowance is £10,- 
000 and is included in the total already 
given. This will be increased to £70,000 
in the event of the death of the king. 


Big Deficit for England. 

London, March 13.—With the naval es- 
timates presented in the house of com- 
mons yesterday evening, the budget for 
the coming year shows an expenditure of 
£181,000,000, against £150,000,000 for last 
year. Unless the revenue is increased the 
statement of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
chancellor of the exchequer, will show a 
deficit of nearly £54,000,000, the largest 
ever estimated. 


No Land Purchase for Ireland. 

London, March 13.—The house of com- 
mons today. by a vote of 250 to 163, de- 
feated the second reading of the ,con- 
gested districts (Ireland) bill, one of the 
main features of which was the appoint- 
ment of a board with power to bring 
about the compulsory purchase of land.

PENNSYLVANIA IN CONTROL 


That Railroad Dominates Baltimore 
and Ohio System. 


’ 


WILL NAME THE DIRECTORS 


Chairfan Saloman, of Baltimore 
and Ohio, To Retire—To Abol- 
ish Voting Trust. 


New York, March 13.—Chairman William 
Saloman, of the Baltimore and Onio rail- 
way, is to retire from that position and 
from active participation in the manage- 
ment of the company. He will shortly 
eave this country for an exterdedc trij 
in Europe. 

The Baltimore and Ohio railway voting 
trust is to be abolished, or entirely recon- 
stituted, tn the interests of the Pennsyl-. 
vania railroad, which row controls the 
Baltimore and Ohio. Additiona] Pennayl- 
vania officers will be elected to the Balti- 
more and Ohio board as soon as the 
Pennsylvania directors themselves make 
up their minds just what representation 
they want. At present only two officers, 
Vice Presidents S. M. Provost and J. P. 
Green, are on the Baltimore and Ohio 
board out of eleven directors elected by 
the shareholders. They will probably 
have a majority of the board. The Penn- 
sylvania now controls about $40,000,000 par 
value of Baltimore and Ohio stock, about 
equally divided between preferred and 
common stock. 

Practically it is already in control of 
the affairs cf the Baltimore and Ohio, 
though this cortrolling voice Aas only 
been secured since the recent issue of con- 
vertible debenture bonds by the Baltimore 
end Ohio. The Pennsylvania, as a stock- 
hcider in the company, subscribed for its 
full allotment of these tonds. \ 


Wants Freight Rates. 


Washington, March 13.—The 
business was the subject of the industrial 
commission's inquiry today. William Bur- 
gess, of the International Pottery” Com- 
pany, appealed for equalization of freight 
rates, claiming that the discrimination 
in favor of foreign made goods was so 
great as very materially to interfere with 
the sale of goods of American production 
throughout the west. He mentioned one 
case in which foreign made goods had 
been delivered in the Mississippi valley 
at 27 cents, whereas 41 cents had been 
charged upon American made goods.

guidance of a conscience that never slept. 
He believed in the right as a ruling prin- 
ciple among nations, in statesmanship 
ard in politics no less than in business 
and private life. He recognized the 
necessity and usefulness of »olitical par- 
ties, but as means to an end, not as the 
end in themselves. Hence in his admin- 
istration as president the first considera- 
tion was the country. In the disthibution 
of patronage, for instance, the first, the 
essential thing was fitness. Without this 
qualification no appointment was know- 
ingly made. Legitimate party service, 
while not lightly esteemed, was second- 
ary. <As to federal judges, of whom he 
eppointed nearly fifty, he was wont to 
say that they were no man’s patronage; 
that they were to continue in the service 
of the covntry .onger than presidents or 
senators. 

‘He bowed to the limitations of the cun- 
stitution and the laws as binding alike 
vpon president and citizen. He respected 
the bounds of the three great departments 
of the government, and neither sought 
undue influence in congress and the judi- 
ciary, nor suffered such undue influence to 
be exercised by them in the executive de- 
partment. 

“T helieve that General Harrison‘: great- 
est service to the country as president, 
when impartial history comes to be writ- 
ten, will be found in its illustration of 
these high principles.’’ 

General Harrison’s wealth is variously 
estimated, public opinion rating it as 
high as half a million dollags. Those who 


are best informed about the ex-presi- 
dent’s affairs, however, say he was worth 
about two hundred and fifty or three hun- 
dred thousand dollars. At the 
time he was elected president 
he was reputed to have accu- 
mulated a fortune of $125,000 from his law 
practice, and this has been doubled at 
least since that time. Of late his prac- 
tice, owing to his great reputation as a 
constitutional lawyer, was very lucra- 
tive. His fee in the Venezuelan bound- 
ary dispute, in which he represented the 
South American republic, was $100,000. 


He Liked Society. 


Since General Harrison's retirement 

from the presidency he had devoted 
himself almost entirely to his law prac- 
tice. his only public service being his 
appearance in 1898 as counsel for Vene- 
zuela in the South American republic's 
dispute with England over her boundary 
line. Notwithstanding his large law prac- 
tice General Harrison has devoted much 
time since retiring from the presidency 
to amusement and social intercourse. He 
attended the theater, receptions, was 
great diner-out and ‘was at all social 
gatherings one of those most thoroughly 
entertained and happy. He attended lo- 
cal musical concerts, was president of 
the University Club, which he assisted in 
organizing three years ago; Was a mem- 
ber of the Indianapolis Dramatic Club, 
and made many informal social calls, In 
all these affairs he was attended by Mrs. 
Harrison. 
General Harrison loved a good dinner 
and a bright social] atmosphere of witty 
conversation to go with it. He accepted 
invitations to dine out freely, and littie 
dinner parties at his own home in honor 
of intimate friends were frequent.

tive departments today in the reports 
that came as to the condition of ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison. As office hours had closed 
for the day before the end came, the 
first official action regarding the death 
will be deferred until tomorrow, when, 
following precedents, President McKin- 
ley will issue his proclamation to the 
people notifying them of General Har- 
rison’s death and setting out in becom- 
ing terms his virtues and characteristics, 
He also will order salutes to be fired 
at the various army posts the day of 
the funeral and gh ship board when the 
news is received. 

Little more can be done officially, as 
the act of March 3,1893, specificaly forbids 
the draping of public buildings in mourn- 
ing or the closing of the executive de- 
partments on the occasion of the death 
of an ex-official. It is a curious fact 
that two orders issued by President Har- 
rison himself probably brought about the 
enactment of this law. January 18, 1893, 
the president was obliged to issue an 
order announcing the death of ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes, closing the departments on 
the day of the funeral and ordering all 
public buildings to be draped in mourn- 
ing. Almost before this period of mourn- 
ing had expired ex-Secretary Blaine died 
and another funeral proclamation is- 
sued from the white house. The long 
continuation of the exibition of mourn- 


| 


ing was too much for congress, which 
promptly passed the act above referred 
to prohibiting mourning display and clos- 
ing of the departments on the occasion 
of the death of an ex-official. 

The late President Harrison was per- 
sonally known to every member of the 
cabinet and all its members“in the city 
spoke today in praise of his magnificent 
intellectuality and rugged force of char- 
acter. 

President McKinley will attepd the. 
funeral of General Harrison. He will 
leave here probably tomorrow night, al- 
though the exact time of departure has 
not been determined definitely, accom- 
panied by Mrs. McKinley and Secretary 
Cortelyou. 

Cleveland on Harrison. 

Princéton, N. J., March 13.—Ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland made the follow- 
ing statement on the death of former 
President Benjamin Harrison: 

“Not one of our countrymen should for 
a moment fail to realize the services 
which have been performed in their be- 
half by the distinguished dead. In high 
public office he was guided by patriotism 
and devotion to duty, often at the sacri- 
fice of temporary popularity, and in pri- 
vate station his influence and example 
were always in the direction of decency 
and good citizenship. Such a career and 
the incidents related to it should leave 


a deep and useful impression upon every — 


section of our national life.’’ “

The Meetings at Hartford and Dothan---The Success 
of Mr. J. S. Collins with Tobacco.

(For The Constitution.) 

The soil of southeast Alabama is identi- 
cal with that of south All 
through this wiregrass region the land is 
more or less sandy in character, having, 
in most cases, a clay subsoil. 
‘ideal lands for the growing of sugarcane 
and a fine quality of cigar tobacco. 

Heretofore the crops grown in this lo- 
cality have been almost exclusively cotton 
and corn; but now we find here and there 
a man branching out into other lines and 
reaping a golden harvest. One instance of 
.this kind’ was brought out at the meeting 
at Hartford, where Mr. J. 8. Collins told 
of his success with tobacco on his farm 


' "pear Geneva, Ala., more of which I will 
.. tell you further on. — 


We had a large attendance at Hartford, 
despite the inclement weather. and a fun- 
eral in the country near by. It was en- 
couraging to note the eagerness with 
which these farmers listened to the differ- 
ent speakers who were telling them of 
new ways and methods for making and 
saving money. 


Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt, editor of The 
Southern Cultivator, in his talk on grass 


culture, told them that their town was 
now buying hay by the carload and 
paying $22 per ton for it, and that the 


money they had made on cotton was being 


sent north to pay for it. He then went 


on to show that Georgia and Alabama 
could easily, grow every bale of hay they 
used and make big money at it. Bermuds« 


grass, the doctor said, was the kind to 
plant, with perhaps a little redtop and 
orchard grass sown with it. He told 
them about a man near Athens, Ga., who 
has a forty-acre field in Bermuda grass,

“What did it cost you to grow it?’ he 
was asked.

Kentucky Woman Dies After Living 
106 Years = 


OF A DISTINGUISHED FAMILY 


Mrs. Polly Cloud Graves Breathes 


lexington, Ky., March 13.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Polly Cloud Graves died here tonight 
in the one hundred and fifth year of her 
age. She was born seven miles from this 
city February 16, 1797, the daughter of 
Margaret Cloud and John Graves she 
was the first born of seven children, three 
girls and four boys. Her father came 
from Virginia. He was the son of 
Thomas Gréves, a major in the reyolution- 
ary army and aid de camp on the staff 
of General Lafayette. For several months 
the French commander bad his head- 
quarters at Major Graves’s old Virginia 
homestead. Her mother, Margaret Cloud, 
was one of three sisters and one brother, 
the latter Robert Haynes Cloud, a dis- 
tinguished man in his time.

Per acre at the first cutting. This hay he 
sells in Athens for $20 per ton, and often 
‘ he gets two and even three cuttings from 
the same land in one season. The cost of 
growing this hay, the doctor said, wag 
only $3 per ton, which left the man a net 
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profit of $1,360 on his first cutting, to say 
‘nothing of his subsequent cuttings. ‘And 
yet,”’ the doctor continued, “I note that 
‘you have grass down here to burn. I 
saw it burning all along the railroad as I 
came down.”’ 

At the close of the doctor’s address, 


questions were fired in upon him. These 
‘farmers wanted to know how to make a 


start along this line. 
““Well,”’ said the doctor, “you break your 


land deeply in the first place, and then 


harrow it down fine. And, by the way, 
you will have to dig out all those stumps 
I see in your fields around here, so that 
you can cut your hay with a mower. 
‘When your land is ready, lay it off in 
rows two feet apart with a scooter, apply 
the same guano you would to your cotton 
crop, and then drop the roots along in 
these furrows, about a foot and a half 
apart, and step on them. 

“The best time to plant Bermuda,” con- 
tinued the doctor, in reply to another 
question, “ig in the spring, in April. But 
it can be planted on up until July. If 
the land is properly prepared, the fol- 
— year you should get a crop of 

ay.”’ 

Following the doctor, I made a talk on 
fertilizers, in which I brought out the 
fact that high-grade fertilizers, properly 
used, would pay a good profit, while low- 
grade and cheap fertiliscrs were the 


. Most expensive, taking everything iato 
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consideration; and from experiments I 
have conducted, showed the smallest 
profit from their use. I also endeavored to 
impress upon them to necessity of know- 
ing what different elements of plant food 
diiferent crops required so they might 
purchase their fertilizers intelligently. 
Also the importance of buying a fertilizer 
according to the amount of plant food 
it contained, instead of from the stand- 
point of bulk. 

Mr. J. l». Nicholes, the tobacco expert, 
was the next speaker. He brought out 
the fact that the land in that locality was 
especially adapted to the growing of fine 
cigar wrappers, and that fortunes were 
waiting at the doors of farmers in south- 
ern Georgia and Alabama, if they would 
‘but realize it. The Central railroad, he 
said, is carrying on a free distribution of 
tobacco seed. He had some of the syma~- 
‘tra seed with him, and would give any 
one all they might wish to pliant, together 
‘with printed instructions for growing the 
‘crop. Furthermore, if any community 
would plant as much as ten acres, the 
‘Central railroad would furnish the seed, 
‘and send an expert there, from time to 
‘time, to advise with and show the farmers 


‘how to grow the crop. Mr. R. L. Pritch- 
‘ard, the Central’s agent at Savannah, he 
{informed them, would furnish this aid to 
any one desiring it. 

“Then when your tobacco is grown,”’ 
gaid Mr. Nicholes, “I stand ready to 
buy every pound of it at prices ranging 
‘from 26 cents to $1 per pound, according to 
‘quality. I will even send men here to buy 


‘your crop in the fields, and save you the 


trouble of curing it, ff you will grow 
enough.” 


* At the close of Mr. Nicholes’s talk, the 
question of how much could be made on 
‘an acre of tobacco, and what would be 
‘the profit, was answered in an unexpected 
‘manner. 

A man in the audience arose and said: 
“Gentlemen, I live over here about six- 


‘teen miles, near Geneva. Last year I had 


fifteen ‘acres in tobacco. On these fifteen 
acres I made eight thousand pounds of

His 
ctop last year shows a net profit of $1,600, 
from fifteen acres of land, over $100 per 
acre, and this onland whichcan be pur- 
chased for from $5 to $10 per acre. Surely 
there are fortunes to be made in agri- 
culture at the south. Mr. Collins has 
our best wishes for his continued success. 

Enough seed was distributed to plant 
thirty acres and after one or two more 
talks the meeting broke up with many in- 
vitations for us to come again. 

We went to Dotham in the afternoon 
and the following day held our last in- 
stitute at that place. 

The striking feature of the Dotham 
meeting was the large attendance; be- 
tween 200 and 300 farmers filled the court- 
house and despite politics—for politics 
were quite warm in Alabama at that 
time—paid close attention to the speakers. 
When farmers will listen to agricultural 
talks under these trying circumstances 
there is some hope for the country. 

Mr. J. D. Woodall took the stiffness out 
of the crowd with his talk on the cow 
from a humorous and poetic standpoint, 
after which Professor Kimbro, of the 
Georgia experiment station, delivered an 
address on shredded fodder. The principal 
points of Professor Kimbro’s address 
were that the value of cornstalks amount- 
ed to 4 per cent of the whole cro and 
that these stalks. when shredded, formed 
the cheapest food on the market for 
stock. They were something which the 
farmer had already made and was, at 
present, throwing away. He introduced 
@ number of experiments to show that 
shredded fodder would make more beef 
and more milk for the money invested in 
it than anything else, being from an 
economic standpoint even superior to cot- 
ton seed hulls. The price of a shredder, 
Professor Kimbro admitted, was rather 
high, but he advised communities to club 
together and purchase one, hauling it 
from farm to farm, as is at present done 
with the threshing machine. 

Mr. H. E. Weed then followed with a 
highly igstructive talk on sugar cane, 
which excited considerable interest, as 
the sugar industry is a growing one in 
southern Georgia and Alavama. 

The subjects of the preceding day were 
again discussed and it was found neces- 
sary to hold two sessions, one in the 
morning and one in the afternoon in order 
to complete the work. 

During the discussion on fertilizers the 
fact was brought out that a few miles 
from Dotham there lives a man who 
makes from $2,000 to $3,000 a year on about 
Hfty acres of watermelons, which he 
grows entirely on rented land. He rents 
a different place of land each year for 
this purpose, so as to have land free from 
the biight, or wilt, as some call it. We 
have the same trouble in Georgia, and a 
very serious one it is; the only effective 
remedy yet found being to plant on an en- 
tirely different piece of land every year. 
This bligh¢ seems to be a fungus disease 
which attacks the plant at the root. The 
North Carolina experiment station claims 
that the liberal use of lime applied 
broadcast before planting will, in a great 
measure, prevent it. It is certainly worth 
a trial at any rate. 

It seems that this watermelon grower, 
Mr. Hehry Holmes by name, is a real 
philanthropist in the broadest sense of 
the word, and has found that the best 
way to help mankind is to teach him to 
help himself. There was a\ poor farmer, 
a neighbor of his, who had had bad luck. 
This man was a hard worker, but a poor 
manager, and had become involved to the 
extent of some $300, The merchant who 
held his note disliked to push him, as the 
man was honest; but there seemed no 
proapect of hig being able to pay out the 
way he was going. To this neighbor Mr. 
Holmes went and said: “If you will plant 
fifteen acres in melons exactly as I tell 
you they will grow just as well as my 
melons, sell for as much money and you 
‘will then be able to pay your debts. I will

Great Britain Has Offered Them

MEANS ULTIMATE FREEDOM 


Quantities of Food Stuffs Reaching 
Pretoria To Feed Boers When

British Cabinet Con- 
siders Negotiations. 


Colonel W. G. Obear, inspector general 
of the state troops, will spend the greater 
part of next week in the southern part of 
Georgia inspecting the militiamen.

W. Williamson for a majorship in the 
heavy artillery battalion at that place. 
The election of Captain Williamson oc- 
curred last week. He is one of the best 
known military men in the state, and 
holds a record as an officer that makes 
his friends confident he will be able to 
pass one of the highest examinations ever 
held in the state. 


Commisstoner of Agriculture O. B. 
Stevens,, who ieft Tyesday night for 
Weshington to appear before the mem- 
bers of the industrial commission ap- 
pointed by congress to investigate the in- 
dustrial conditions of the entire United 
States, expects to so thoroughly explain 
the condition of Georgia, and sustain his 
explanations by statistics, that the com- 
migsion will accord the state a very high 
place in its report.

But Colombia Willing To Meet the 


Wishes of United States—French 
Hold Concession. 


NEGOTIATIONS CHARGED TO GOOD TIMES 


Enormous Demand for Postage Is 
Attributed to the Great Commer- 
clal Activity Prevailing. 


Washington, March 13.—An evidence of 
the great commercial activity prevailing 
in the country is manifest in the enor- 
mous demand for postage stamps. The 
demand ts so heavy that the reserve stock 
of stamps has become very much de- 
pleted. The law requires that there shall 
be kept constantly on hand at the bureau 
of engraving and printing 100,000,000 1 and 
200,000,000 2-cent stamps. Heretofore there 
has never been any difficulty in supply- 
ing the current demands for stamps and 
at the same time in maintaining the re- 
serve, 

The demand recently, however, has in- 
creased so rapidly that the number of 2- 
cent stamps in the reserve has been de- 
creased to 150,000,000 and the number of I- 
cent stamps to 3,000,000, and now the 
treasury department has decided’'to in- 
crease the hours of work in the postage 
stamp division of the bureau of engraving 
and printing to prevent further encroach- 
ment upon the reserves. 


HAS $3,000,000 IN TREASURY. 


Texas Legislative Committee Fin- 
ishes Its Count of Coin. , 


Austin, Tex., March 13.—(Special.)—The 
legislative committee today completed its 
work of counting the money in the state 
treasury vaults and reported $3,440,378 in 
cash on deposit in the treasury. The sen- 
ate, after reducing the appropriation from 
$1,000,000 to $600,000, passed finally the bill 
creating an industrial school for girls. 
The senate also passed finally its bill 
making it a felony for a candidate to hire 
any person to work for him om election 
day; also passed finally its bill donating 
to the counties in the storm-stricken dis- 
tricts along the gulf coast one-half of 
the available school fund tax for the 
ensuing two years with a view of using 
the same in rebuilding schoolhouses. 


Washington, March 13.—Senor Martinez 
Silva, minister of foreign affairs for the 
republic of Colombia and at present ac- 
credited Colombian minister to Washing- 
ton, had a conference with Secretary Hay 
todey in connection with the informal 
discussion concerning the Panama canal 
route lying within Colombia, 

It cannot be said that any formal ne- 
gotiations are under way, or are even 
open, but the presence of Senor Silva 
here at this time givés assurance that 
if there is any disposition on the part of 
the American authorities to take up the 
canal question with the Colombian gov- 
ernment the latter government is now 
disposed to remove any. obstacles on her 
part in the way of the adoption of that 
route. Thus far the discussion has been 
of a preliminary character, tending to 
bring out what the respective parties de- 
sire, 

It is recognized that there:are three 
parties to any negotiations which would 
be undertaken, namely, the United States 
government, the Colombian government 
and the French company which holds 
the concession to build the canal. The 
purpose is to see if there is any means 
of reconciling the interests and desires 
of all three parties. Dr. Silva said today 
that the French projectors had a conces- 
sion which had been renewed for six 
years, but if the American government 
desires to consider the Panama route 
he said there can be an arrangement ef- 
fected to meet the requirements set forth 
in the recent report of the Walker com- 
mission. 

For the present no definite proposition 
has been submitted by the Colombian au- 
thorities, nor are they prepared yet to 
indicate just what form a _ proposition 
might take. 


(CHARGES AGAINST HEISTAND. 


No Progress Has Been Made by In- 
vestigating Committee. 
Washington, March 13.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the senate committee on 
military affairs, appointed to inves- 
tigate the charges against Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Heistand, to the effect that 
he formed a combination consisting large- 
ly of officers in the army and officials in 
the war department for the control of 
the hemp industry of the Philippine 
islands, met today, but without making 
any real progress, adjourned after an 
hour’s session to meet again at the call of 
the chairman. At today’s meeting the 
charges, which were made by Major 
Hawkes, were read over, but it was found 
impractical to do more in the absence of 
Colonel Heistand. It is not expected that 
another meeting will be held before some 

time in May.

Washington, March 13—The Russian 
ambassador, Count ‘Cassini, was seen to- 
day concerning the reiterated reports as 
to Russia’s designs on Manchuria. Count 
Cassini said he was not authorized to 
make any official declaration on the part 
of his government, but in view of the 
constant reports he consented to state 
his individual views, based upon his 
long service in China and his familiarity 
with the general policy Russia has con- 
sistently maintained toward China. 

The ambassador first called attention 
to the Chinese invasion of Russian ter- 
ritory last summer. There is a great 
stretch of border between the two em- 
pires, about 8,000. kilometers in length, 
and over the Manchurian border the Chi- 
nese forces, he said, poured, committing 
depredations and threatening Russian 
interests. 

Could Have Seized Manchuria. 


This invasion was such, the ambassa- 
dor said, that Russia at the time would 
have been justified by. international law 
in declaring war against China and tak- 
ing Manchuria But Russia did not gt 
that time take Manchuria, this being, 
the ambassador said, the best answer to 
the present reports of Russia’s purpose 
to absorb Manchuria. 

As to the Russian troops now in Man- 
churia, the ambassador said: 

“Why are German troops, British 
troops, American troops and other troops 
in Pekin? There seems to be no surprise 
about this, and yet it is exactly parallel 
to the presence of Russian troops in 
Manchuria. In each case depredations 
were being committed, foreign interests 
were in jeopardy and each nation sent 
its-troops to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of its people. In Manchuria _ the 
Russian civil engineers at one time had 
been driven away from work along the 
trans-Siberian railway with its spurs 
southward to Port. Arthur and eastward 
to Viadivostock. It was necessary to 
give adequate protection to the engineers 
and to the railway as well.’’ 

Count’ Cassini pointed out the extent 
of this great enterprise with its benefits 
of traffic not only to Russia, but to the 
world at large, and said there was not 
the slightest question as to the right of 
Russia to construct the line across Chi- 
nese territory. 

Russo-China Agreement. 

As to the report that an agreement 
was about to be concluded between Rus- 
sia and China, the ambassador suggested 
that such report must be taken with a 
great deal of allowance, particularly if 
it emanated from Shanghai. He was 
not advised of any such agreement, but 
on general principles he pointed out that 
any agreement which Russia might make 
with China would involve adequate pro- 
tection for Russian interests in Man- 
churia and maintenance of Chinese ter- 
ritorial integrity. As far back as August 
25th, Count Cassini pointed out, the Rus- 
sian minister of foreign affairs in a 
formal note had announced clearly and 
distinctly the policy of Russia in regard 
to Manchuria. In accordance with that 
declaration it could not be doubted that 
when order had been established in Man- 
churia and measures taken for the pro- 
tection of railway construction Russia 
would recall her troops from Manchuria, 
provided the action of other powers dig 
not place an obstacle in the way of such 
@ measure. 


Fear Negotiations Will Fail. 


Washington, March 13.—Mr. Rockhill, 
special United States commissioner at 
Pekin, has not yet been able to inform 
the state department of the character of 
the agreement said to have been reached 
by the foreign ministers relative to the 
basis of indemnity claims, though he has 
been in communication with the depart- 
ment on the general subject, It is ap- 
prehended that the final agreement is 
still distant. The pursuance of the puni- 
tive expeditions and the insistence of 
some of the ministers upon designating 
more Chinese notables for execution is 
regarded here as sure to result in the 
failure of the negotiations if persisted in, 
and Mr. Rockhill is using all of his pow- 
ers, by express direction of the depart- 
ment, to induce the ministers and mill- 
tary powers to cease what are regarded 
as ruthless and bloody measures. 

More Demands on China. 


Pekin, March 13.—The foreign minis- 
ters today sent to the Chinese plenipo- 
tentiaries a list of the towns and cities 
in China where examinations for the 
civil service would not be permitted for 
a period of five years. They also re- 
quested these Chinese authorities to ap- 
peint a commission to act with a man 
appointed by the ministers to assess the 
value of the private property taken for 
legation purposes. 

Christians Killed in China 

Berlin, March 13.—The — Pekin corre- 
spondent of The ikal Anzeiger gives 
statistics as to the number of foreign 
Christians killed during the troubles, ex- 
clusive of the Pekin siege. Hes’enumer- 
ates 118 Englishmen, seventy-nine Ameri- 
cans, Swedes and Norwegians, twenty-six 
Frenchmen, eleven Belgians, ten Ital- 
lans and Swiss and one German. He es- 
timates that 30,000 native Christians per- 
ished. 


O’Brien To Leave Parliament. 
Dublin, March 13.—At a meeting yester- 


London, March 13.—It is understood 
that the British cabinet at its meeting 
today considered, among other things, 
the negotiations proceeding between Gen- 
eral Kitchener and General Botha, and 
formulated instructions for General 
Kitchener which defined, on broad lines, 
the terms on which a peace settlement - 
might be effected.

Shows a Big Surplus. 

New York, March 13.—At the meeting 
of the stockholders of the American To- 
bacco Company, held in Newark today, 
the following directors were elected: .W.

The annual report showed assets 
$79,938,253; liabilities $75,625,159; surplus 
$4,308,098. There was no change in the 
stock. The total amount of outstanding 
common stock is $54,500,000, and of the pre- 
ferred $14,000,000. 

The annual report also shows that the 
net earnings during the year were $6,303,-

There may be some who will denounce 
this suggestion as savoring of jingoism. 

If the interests 
of this great nation; the greatest the. sun 
of heaven shines upon, demand this 
isthmian canal, let us have the canal—by 
jingo. Then, if Great Britain has any 
further objections to make, let us enter- 
tain them after the manner in which she 
for half a century has entertained the 
protests of the United States against her 
disregard of the Monroe doctrine. 

“Inasmuch” as President McKinley 
found the Monroe doctrine unim- 
paired, why did he not keep it in that 
condition and proceed about the dig- 
ging of the canal then? Why did he 
invite Great Britain into a partner- 
Ship for which she had not asked, 
when he knew very well what the out- 
come would be? Having played the 
British harmony policy for three years, 
is the administration now preparing 
for a lion tail-twisting? 

The whole controversy illustrates too 
well the hold which the transcontinen- 
ta] railroads have upon the administra- 
tion. The canal is now throttled by 
those interests, operating conjointly in 
Washington and London.

Exhausted Missionary Work. 

After forty years of missionary work, 
in which the _power of the United 
States was evoked, the Mormon state 
of Utah, secure in her constitutional 
rights, bids defiance to the public and 
Christian sentiment of the whole coun- 
try. ? 

When the question of statehood was 
approaching that point where Utah 
could be no longer overlooked, con- 
gress made a preliminary treaty with 
the church authorities through the 
passage of the Edmonds law. Under 
this law the public, through the proper 
officers, could move against violators. 
Later Utah gained admission into the 
union upon the solemn pledge of both 
elder and bishop that the system of 
polygamy would be abandoned. Even 
at that very time the men were en- 
larging their harems, and have contin- 
ued to do so ever since. 

The election of Roberts to congress 
Was an open defiance of the agreement 
made. He had three wives scattered 
over the state, and with the usual Mor- 
mon elasticity of conscience stood 
ready to swear that he had but one. 
The protests of the women of America 
procured his expulsion, when he was 
succeeded by a man more quiet in his 
practices. The answer has just come 
from Utah, in the passage of a bill by 
the fegislature limiting actions for 
bigamy to the woman alleging herself 
as the victim. Under this law a citi- 
zen of Salt Lake City can openly intro- 
duce 1,000 women as his wives and not 
even the grand jury has the right to 
move. The practice of polygamy has 
been openly recognized, and the mis- 
sionary work of years has been nulli- 
fied. Under the protection of this law 
the lechers of the union who have 
money enough to afford it gan set up 
harems in Salt Lake City until it will 
more than rival Constantinople. 

The Gentiles of Utah are justly in- 
dignant at the position in which they 
have been placed. Speaking for them, 
The Salt Lake Tribune says: 

The bill of Senator Evans, designed to 
draw all protection around the actual 
practice of polygamy in Utah, is but a 
rehash cf a statute which was passed by 
the territorial legislature of Utah some 
forty years ago. The purpose of that bill 
was to prevent interference from the out- 
side and to hold a perpetual club over 
women who had been drawn into the 
pclygamy net. Now the object, is to pro- 
tect all persons In the defiance of the 
law unless they please to plead guilty, or 


unless one or the other of the pair in- | 
volved becomes jealous as to the sanctity | 


of his or ler preserve. 

Mr. Evans proceeds solely on the theory 
of Boss Tweed, which reduced to words 
is, ‘‘We have got you; what are you going 
to do about it?’

Better Stey at Home. 


Editor Constitution—I am in receipt of a 
large” number of letters from old Georgia 
friends and college mafes m&king inquiries con- 
cerning the Indian lands soon to be opened to 
settlement, 

From théir letters I infer that the people in 
the east have read glowing accounts of the 
reservations written by those who- were more 
interested in booming the country than in stat- 
ing facts. As a result a large number contem- 
plate coming at once, By so doing they will 
strike the country at a time when it will be 
very hard to get employment, as numbers of 
people have emigrated to the border towns 
Since the bill opening the country to settle- 
ment was passed, Others are under the im- 
pression that they can take up land and with- 
out any residence at all get a complete title to 
the land. 

The Comanche-Kiowa reservations lately 
ceded to the United States government by the 
Comanches, Apaches and Kiowas, will be 
opened to settlement some time before August 
6th. They consist of about 3,000,000 acres 
of very fertile lands, lying immediately east 
of Oklahoma proper. To be entitled to home- 
stead in the reservation the applicant must be 
twenty-one years of age, or the head of a 
family, a citizen of the United States or have 
filed his declaration of intention to become 
such: must not be the owner of more than 160 
acres of land elsewhere, and subject to ex- 
ceptions; must not previously have made 4 
homestead entry. 

To initiate a homestead right the applicant 
may go on the land and settle or he may go 
to the land office and file. If one person set- 
tles on the same tract of land on which another 
files, the first in point of time will hold land. 

Five years’ residence will be required of the 
homesteader, unless at the end of fourteen 
months he wishes to commute his entry, which 
he may do by paying cash for land at $1.25 
per acre, After getting patent he may dispose 
of the land in any way he chooses, but until 
patent is obtained land cannot be sold. 

I would not advise those who already have 
good positions in the states to resign them tn 
order to take chances in this new country, nor 
would I advise older men who are comfortably 
situated in the eastern sections to leave their 
old homes to begin life anew in the reserva- 
tions, Cc.

HOLY BOOK OF ILLUSTRIOUS. 
FOREFATHERS IS MISSING

EKIN, China, February 1.—(Special 

Pp Correspondence.)—It has Just be- 

come generally known about Pekin 

that the most sacred article connected 

with all the ancient traditions of the 

empire, and intrinsieally perhaps the 

most valuable volume in the world, is 

missing from its once guarded vault in 
the Temple of Ancestral Worship. 

The fact has long been known to the 
commanders of the various armies here 
and to the diplomatic representatives, for 
the book was missed shortly after the 
capture of the Forbidden City, but no 
public announcement of the fact was 
made, probably because it was thought 
that a quiet search would reveal its 
whereabouts. 

Prince Ching inquired regarding the 
book immediately upon his arrival in 
Pekin, which was shortly after the cap- 
ture of the city. His inquiries led a 
party, under the direction of Marshal 
Tamagutchi, commander of the Japanese 
forces, to make ae search of the 
sacred palace and the Temple of Ances- 
tral Worship. But it was without result. 
The search was by no means thorough, 
for the magnificent receptacle where the 
volume had been undisturbed for centu- 
ries was not entered. 

It was considered as among the im- 
possibilities that the great volume could 
have been carried from the sacred eity 
without attracting attention. Many val- 
uable articles were removed during those 
first few days, but the doors leading to 
the vault of the temple were closed dur- 
ing that time and the keys were pre- 
sumably in the hands of the royal guar- 
dian who cared for the “Book of Illus- 
trious Forefathers.”” The guardian, it 
was learned, had fled with the royal fam- 
ily, but it seems he failed to take his 
precious charge along. 

Chamberlain Prinee Uchtomsky, of the 
Russian legation, proposed that the doors 
of the passage way leading to the vault, 
which in reality is a small and gor- 
geous chamber called the Place of Divine 
Messages, be pried open, and to this 
the representatives of the other powers 
concerned assented. One after another of 
the six doors was opened without segi- 
ous injury and the book was found in 
its proper place—resting upon a mas- 
sive, beautifully carved bronze pedestal 
in the center of the room. The yellow 
lights, set in the four sides of the pedes- 
tal, were still burning, though they had 
been unattended for several days. 

It was during the following four or 
five days that the book was stolen. The 
temple, the palace, or in fact the entire 
sacred city, was not at that ‘time under 
the particular care of any one of the 
allies, as it now is, and officers of all 
the armies exercised mére or less free- 
dom and autherity about those places, 
Though sentinels were posted about the 
buildings and round the walls, officers 
of various nationalities passed through 
the north and south gates without hin- 
drance. 

This state of affairs continued until 
Colonel Le Edwin Lamarte, of the 
French staff, discovered that a _ large 
number of valuable articles, among them 
the ‘“‘Book of Illustrious Forefathers,’’ 
had been removed. Colonel Lamarte was 
accompanied by several French and 
American officers when the discovery 
was made, and immediately the com- 
-manders of the various armies were fio- 
tified. It was at once decided that the 
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American and Japanese commanders 
should have exclusive control of the en- 
tire Forbidden City and that entrance to 
or exit therefrom would thereafter he 
allowed only upon the personally signed 
order of Major General Chaffee or Mar- 
shal Tamagutchi. It was also decided 
that a commission of trusted officers of 
the allied forces conduct a secret in- 
vestigation to unearth, if possible, the 
priceless volume. 

For more than four months this inves- 
tigation has been carried on, but with 
no success, although the commission 
has been tireless in its search. Not a 
military camp in this section of China 
escaped an _ inspection. All outgoing 
baggage at Tien Tsin, Taku and even 
Viadivostock was carefully gone through. 
Almost every house of Pekin was ran- 
sacked. But the volume has not been 
found and the investigations have about 
given it up as lost. 

Li Hung Chane was interviewed regard- 
ing the book some days ago. The aged 
statesman has seen it twice and knows 
its history as well as any man in China. 
Indeed, in 1878 he wrote, by royal decree, 
a “prayer,” as it was called, regarding 
the work. In his “prayer” the book is 
referred to as “the mighty chronicle of 
holy words and wisdom breathed from the 
heaven of peaceful abode bv the spirits 
of our illustrious ancestors,- who have 
made great the world and more clean the 
air,”” and “all obedient servants of the 
most’ high ancestors” are enjoined by the 
prayer to “‘watch with the eyes of their 


souls the place of its disposal.”’ 
Speaking to the Russian rince Chan 


berlain regarding the book, Li liung 
Chang said that all Chinamen, whether 
of the north or south, of Manchuria, Mon- 
gelia or Thibet, regarded it with profound 
veneration, and the royal family consid- 
ered it the hope of and authority for their 
reign. For this last ,edson he was loath 
to believe that the emperor and empress 
dowager left the palace without taking 
the book along. But the facts were sub- 


irmitted to him, and he was sorry when 


convinced.’ He hoped, he said, no effort 
would be spared in a search for the book, 
and expressed Nis willingness to person- 
ally pay any sum within the ranges of his 
means as a reward for its recovery, 

M. Boudowsky, of the Russian foreign 
office, who is here, says that he will find 
the great decument though it may take 
years and the expenditure ofa fortune 
to do it. With this end in view he 
has recently started in to secure the 
nanes of every officer and soldier who at 
ary time since the attack upon Pekin en- 
tered within the precincts of the imperial 
or forbidden cities. 

The book is described by Prince Ching 
as a volume weighing about 200 pounds, 
34 feet, and 8 or 10 inches in thickness. 
The coverings are of pale blue jude, a 
stone more valuable in China than em- 
crald because of, its scarcity and the tra- 
dition that it is of this stone the <hrones 
of all the gcds are made. The cover is 
inleid in hammered gold characters, with 
the narnes of all the great emperors of 
China from the reign of Toa Ting, who 
glorified Confucious, to the predent day. 

Only after a ruler died was his name 
put upon the cover in gold, though the 
ervgraven places for the hammered metal 
were made during his lifetime. The leaves 
of the book were of such material as the 
mcnarch deemed most appropriate to the

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MUCH MALIGNED MEASURE

Washington. March 13.—(Special.)—It is 
with no desire to pose as unique or pe 
cullar, but simply with the thought of dc. 
ing justice to some very hard worket 
members of both branches of congress 
and of saying a word in defense of a very 
much maligned measure that I desire to 
raise my voice in behalf of the late Ia- 
mented river and harbor bill. 

In the face of the sensationa) attack 
upon that bill made in the closing hours 
of congress, and particularly of the char- 
acter of that attack, it is perhaps perfect- 
ly natural that there should be such a gen- 
eral tendency to believe that the appro- 
priation of money for the development of 
harbors and navigable rivers is vicious 
legislation, Senator Carter, of Montana, 
has been lauded as a@ man who did his 
patriotic duty in killing the measure and, 
so far as I have peen able to see, very lit- 
tle has been said in defense of the meas- 
ure itself or of the men who made it. 

Now Atlanta, being on the top of a 
mountain, is in a position to enjoy to the 
full—as she does enjoy—the health-bear- 
ing mountain breezes which make her 
winters keen and bracing and her sum- 
mers always cool and pleasant, but she is 
not in a position to command appropria- 
tions of the character carried in the river 
and harbor bill; so anything which I 
might say In favor of this measure can- 
not be attributed to Atlanta regret for 
the failure to secure an appropriation. 
The only consideration, therefore, which 
inspires these few words is the desire to 
be just and fair. 


Senator Carter has been praised for 
saving to the government something like 
$50,000,000. He did not save the govern- 
ment one cent by his defeat of this river 
and harbor bill. On the contrary his ac- 
tion will undoubtedly mean the 4oss to 
the government of thousands, hundreds 
of thousands, perhaps millions of dollars. 

First. as to saving. The defeat of the 
river and harbor bill at this session simply 
insures the passage of an even jarger 
river and harbor bill at the next session 
of congress, The fact that the present 
bill shows up a total greater than that in 
any previous river and harbor bill {s due 
entirely to the failure to enact a river and 
harbor bill two years ago. This, in turn, 
was due to the outbreak ur the Spanish 
war, when it seemed unwise to make 
these appropriations because of the pos- 
sible necessity for larger army and navy 
appropriations incident to the war. In 
the same way that delay of river and 
harbor legislation resulted in making this 
last bill larger than its predecessors, sv 
will the delay brought about by Senator 
Carter necessitate the enactment of an 
even greater bill by the next congress. 


There are several important things to 
consider in connéction with these ap- 
propriations. The first is, of course, that 
it js the function of the federa!] govern- 
ment to make the necessary improve- 
ments in the harbors and the navigable 
rivers of the country. While this may 
not be a duty imposed upon congress by 
the constitution, it has become as much 
a function of the government as if it 
sO imposed. Manifestly it is 
the only possible way in which the vari- 
ous harbors and navigable rivers can be 
kept free and open to navigation. The 
harbors of this eountry are open-to the 
commerce of the world and the require- 
ments of that commerce necessitates 
constant work upon them, not only in 
the line of securing increased depths of 
water, but of maintaining the original 
depths. 

As a practical proposition, if the tm- 


provement of the harbors was left to the 


states alone all of the business of the 
country would be done out of the three 
or four principal ports. The changes in 
naval architecture have been in the di- 
rection of greater vessels with increased 
draft. If \% had not been for appropria- 
tions from the federal government, it is 
highly probable that no ports in this 
country would bea doing business to 
amount to anything except New York 
and perhaps Boston and Philadelphia, as 
they alone could, under the changed con- 
ditions. accommodate the business. These 
communities, being large and wealthy, 
might have been able to maintain their 
harbors as they should have been main- 
tained, but it is manifestly in the in- 
terest of all of the others, and of the 
country at large, that the matter of har- 
bor preservation and improvement should 
be in the hands of the federal govern- 
ment. 


Ever siiece the foundation of this gov- 
ernment it has been recognized that this 
was the only practical way to reach this 
important question—important not to the 
port cities alone, but to all of the rest of 
the country. It is as important, practi- 
eally, to Atlanta and the rest of Georgia 
that the ports of Savannah and Bruns- 
wick should be kept open and free to 
commerce as it is to the cities of Savan- 
nah and Brunswick themselves. 

And so it is with regard to the naviga- 
ble rivers of the country. The rivers 
are great highways of commerce under 
federal jurisdiction. It requires an act 
of congress to enable a railroad to build a 
bridge across one of the navigable rivers 
of the country, because it is recognized 
that it is the federal government which 
exercises jurisdiction. The improvement 
of these rivers has been conducted through 
appropriation by the federal government 


under the direction of the corps of engi- 
neers of the army. This is manifestly 
necessary Ww a tiver like the Migsissip- 
pi or the Ohio fs the boundary of a num- 
ber of states, and it is perhaps just as 
necessary in the cases of a river wholly 
within a state. At any rate, that has 
been the practice of legislation ever since 
river and harbor appropriations began to 
be made. And it seems equitable. Other- 
wise all the appropriations would go to 
the big rivers and there would be none 
at all for the smaller ones, which are 
just as necessary in their way to com- 
merce. 


The failure of the river and harbor bill 
means the stoppage of a very great dea! 
of necessary work, and it doesn't take 
@ sea-faring man to know that when 
work upon a channel comes to a stand- 
still nature very promptly goes at filling it 
up again and makes its clearance in the 
future all the harder. It is essential to 
Brunswick, for instance, that the work 
on the outer bar, which has been so suc- 
cessful as to at least quadruple the bus- 
iness of the port of Brunswick, should 
continue. Unless there is constant work 
there, the bar persists in filling up and the 
port is seriously injured. It is just as 
necessary that there should be immediate 
work upon the inner harbor at Brunswick 
for that, I am told, is filling in to an 
alarming extént, a serious extent at least. 

The same conditions prevail at Savan- 
nah and at almost every other port in the 
Unitéd States. Some of these, others are, 
it is true, protected under the continu- 
ing contract system, and the appropria- 
tions for them were carried in another ap- 
propriation bill; but that docs not apply 
to any of the projects covered by the 
river and harbor bill. 


—— 

Everybody benefits by the maintenance 
of those water highways of commerce— 
the rivera. Mr. Carter charged that we 
never hear of the old-time Mississippi 
river boats. It is true that we do not 
hear of the palatial passenger steamers 
with their red-hot smokestacks and hotter 
poker games, for passenger travel has in 
a great measure been diverted to the 
railroads; but the Mississippi is, never- 
theless, one of the great commercial high- 
ways of America and that it should be 
preserved as such is essential to the pro- 
ducers of all that country tributary to 
and drained by the Mississippi, ths Ohlo, 
the Missouri, and the many smalier, but 
still navigable rivers which empty their 
waters and their commerce into the Mis- 
sissippi. 

It seems to me easy to understand that 
this is so. 

It is, of course, easy for a man to stand 
in the house or the senate and make fun 
of any measure as Mr. Cushman, of 
Washington, did in the house, and Mr. 
Carter, of Montana, did :n the senate; but 
it is not right that great and necessary 
enterprise, like many of those cov- 
ered by the river and harbor bill, should 
be held in derision because there may 
have crept into che bill some less worthy 
projects. I think it very safe to say 
that 95 per cent, perhaps 98 per cent, of 
the amount covered by the river and 
harbor bill covered perfectly legitimate 
projects. 


Which brings me to one other thing. 
Every proposed improvement of this 
character is passed upon by the engineer 
corps of the United States army, the fin- 
est corps of ite kind in the world. No 
project goes into a river and harbor bill 
against the adverse report of the éngi- 
neers. It may be possible, of course, that 
individual engineers at times are swayed 
by political influence Into tndorsing some 
less essential projects, but in the vast ma- 
jority of cases this is certainly not true. 

Then there is the cry of “‘pork.” One 
would think from hearing that that an 
appropriation for Brunswick or Savan- 
nah meant the payment of that much 
money direct to the people of Brunswick 
or Savannah as a sort of a bonus. Of 
course, that is not the case. The expendi- 
ture of the money itself is the least im- 
portant item; the appropriations bring 
their return in the increased commerce 
insured to these ports through the better 
facilities, and that is. of course, the chief 
consideration. 


Senator Carter made a great deal of 
iun of the bill because he had plenty of 
time and had nothing else to do. 

His “argument” against it was largely 
made up of fun based on the peculiar 
names of some of the rivers of the coun- 
try. In this he was merely imitating Mr. 
Cushman, of Washington, who had made 
a much better speech in the house. 

I do not think Senator Carter deserves 
any credit at all, for the reasons I have 
endeavored to state; the first being that 
he did not save the government one dol- 
lar, and the second being that the delay 
of river and harbor legislation, for which 
he fs responsible, will involve the loss of 
much money in the end. 

Then Senator Carter was Inspired by no 
patriotic motives whatsoever. For one 
thing he was piqued because he did not 
like the appropriations for irrigation, and 
tor another thing he simply let himself 
be used as a sandbag by Senator Hanna 
eng other administration leaders. The 
whisky, beer, tobacco, and other inter- 
ests which had demanded the passage of 
the war revenue tax reduction bill were 
so strong and had contributed so liberally 
to the republican campaign fund that 
their demands had to be acceded to and 
the red n bill passed. Fearing that 
this loppmig off of revenues would result 
in a deficit in the treasury unless some of 
the appropriation bills were cut off, the 
administration leaders decreed the death 
of the river and harbor bill. 


Again I repeat, the delay of this legisla- 
tion does not save the government one 
Gollar. The renewal of a note does not 
mean its payment. A good many people 
wish it did, and I am one of them; but 
it does not.

Mr. O. Matusuto, the official interpreter 
of the allies, who interviewed many pronm- 
irent Chinamen with reference to the val- 
ume, said to your correspondent a few 
Geys ago that from the description ob- 
tained by, him from those who knew of 
the work, as well as the officers who made 
a hasty examination of it before it was 
removed, the book must have been an 
almost priceless treasure.

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PATRON OF LIBRARY 
GIVES $20,000 MORE 


Will Be Used To Furnish the 
Building, 


CREDIT DUE MISS WALLACE 


She Went To See Mr. Carnegie in 
New York and Induced Him 
To Add to Former Princely 
Gifts.

Miss Anne Wallace has secured from 
Andrew Carnegie an additional gift of 
$20,000 for the Carnegie library of Atlanta. 
The money will be used in equipping and 
furnishing the magnificent building when 
it is finished. His gift of yesterday 
makes a total of $145,000 that the great 
philanthropist has given for the use of 
the library that bears his name. 

To Miss Wallace, the librarian, is solely 
due the credit for securing the amount 
obtained yesterday. The gift was made 
by Mr. Carnegie after Miss Wallace had 
talked with him and explained the desira- 
bility and necessity of furnishing and 
equipping the library in a style commen- 
surate with its jehportance and dignity. 

At a meting held last week the build- 
ing committee,of the association, 
consisting of J. R. Nutting, Walter M,. 
Kelley, H. H. Cabaniss and Dr. Ww. 8. 
Elkin, arranged for Miss Wallace to go 
to New York and see Mr. Carnegie. 

She reached New York Monday and 
at once went to see Mr. Carnegie with 
the result that on yesterday announce- 
ment was made that the steel magnate 
had added $20,000 to his former princely 

ifts. 
© The library is now nearing_completion 
and the trustees were anxious that the 
interior fittings and furniture should be 
in keeping with the splendid building. 
Before Mr. Carnegie’s last gift was re- 
ceived the board had a sum of money 
sufficient to furnish and equip the build- 
ing, but not in an adequate fashion. The 
$20,000 will enable them to fit the brary 
flawlessly. The technical furniture will 
be of the finest type, including modern 
steel book racks, such as are used in 
only the best equipped libraries. The 
other furniture will be from designs pre- 
pared by Ackerman & Ross, the architects 
of the building, and will be in harmony 
with the beautiful structure in which it 
will be placed. 

When thé Carnegie library is finished 
and opened to the public it will be the 
most complete and perfectly equipped H- 
brary south of Washington. It will be 
housed as few libraries in this country 
are and will take rank among the princi- 
pal libraries of the United States. 

Andrew Carnegie is the man who has 
made these things come about. He cre- 
ated the library as it is today and as it 
will be when ft is completed and opened 
to the public. In February, 1899, through 
his representative in Atlanta, Walter M. 


Kelley, Mr. Carnegie announced his -will- | 


ingness to donate $100,000 toward the 
erection of a public library in Atlanta 
if a site was furnished and the city would 
appropriate $5,000 a year to pay the run- 
ning expenses of the institution. His 
offer was accepted. The Young. Men’s 
Library Association purchased the site at 
Church and Forsyth streets on which the 
new building is being erected and do- 
nated its assets and books to the Carne- 
gie library. 

In November, 1899, Miss Anne Wallace 
was in New York and saw Mr. Carnegie. 
The price of steel had advanced greatly 
since the latter had made his original 
gift and he told. Miss Wallace that he 
had concluded to add $25,000 to the 
amount because of the increased cost of 
construction. The entire $126,000 is being 
expended on the building now in course 
of erection. None of the money for the 
site was taken from Mr. Carnegie’s gift. 

Miss Wallace will visit the congres- 
sional and other libraries in Washington 
to secure information about furniture 
- and other interior fittings before return- 
ing to Atlanta.

WIFE RECEIVES THE FAMILY HOME

“Phe will of the late Augustus M. Rob- 
inson was ‘filed in the ordinary’s court 
yesterday for probate. The exact value 
of the estate is not known, as it has 
not yet been appraised and will nof be 
until April ist. Eugene B. Robinson and 
Mrs. Jennie Robinson are named as ex- 
ecutor and executrix. ‘ 

Mr. Robinson’s intention as expressed 
in the will is that each of his children 
should receive $5,000, but it is stated 
that a portion of this sum has previously 
been advanced and hence some of the 
children will 
amount. Mattie Belle Butler, the eldest 
daughter, it is specified, has already re- 
ceived her share. 

It is directed that James D. Robinson, 
the eldest son, receive $500 and that a 
note for $1,000 be turned over to him. 
A. M. Robinson, Jr., is to receive $1,352 
and notes for $675 are to be turned over 
to him. E. B. Robinson is to receive 
$2,285 and when Hugh M. and Kate Rob- 
inson reach the age of twenty-one years 
they are each to receive $5,000. 

Mrs. Jennie Robinson, the wrfe, re- 
ceives the house and lot on Peachtree 
street, which is the residence of the 
family, and the household and kitchen 
furniture. She also receives her hus- 
band’s entire interest in a lot in Monti- 
cello.

WARD MEETINGS 
FOR WATER BONDS 


, 


Mass Meetings To fe Held in 
Every Ward This Week 


CIRCULARS TO BE SENT OUT 


Ward Committees Will Report Back 
to Citizens’ Committee on Mon- 
day—Important To Get the 
‘1 Voters Out—Arguments 

for Bonds. 


Mass meetings in behalf of the water 

bonds will be held in every ward in 
the city. : 
- Arrangements have already been com- 
pleted by leading citizens of the fourth 
ward for an enthusiastic meeting in that 
ward Friday evening. The mass meeting 
will be at 8 o’clock at May’s hall on 
Mitchell street. 

These meetings will all be held this 
week and the probability is that all of 
them will be held on Friday night. 

The ward committees following these 
meetings will report back to the general 
citizens’ committee at a meeting to be 
held on Monday at 3 o’clock in the may- 
or’s office. Then a circular will be sent 
to every registered voter showing pe 
necessity for the water bonds and - 
ing him to go to the polls on Wednesday 
and vote for them. 

The foregoing is in brief the plan of 
campaign in behalf of the water bonds 
as mapped out at the meeting of the 
citizens’ committee with the water board 
held in the council chamber yesterday, 
The meeting was well attended and an 
enthusiastic interest in the bonds was 


manifested. 

Judge Hillyer announced that the meet- 
ing was more properly a meeting of the 
citizens’ committee, and that the mem- 
bers of the water board were present 
to aid the committee and give any infor- 
mation that might be desired. 

Captain W. D. Ellis, who was chairman 
of the original citizens’ committee of sev- 
en, was unanimously chosen chairman 


of the enlarged committee. 

Captain Ellis, on taking the chair, spoke 
of the persistent efforts that have been 
made to increase the efficiency of At- 
lanta’s water system and to make the 
necessary improvements. It had been 
found, he said, that the lack of water 
facilities could be remedied in only one 
of two ways—by the issuing of bonds or 
by doubling the water rates. The water 
board had-no desire to take the latter 
step. The board, however, knows that 
these improvements are needed. Its mem- 
bers have studied the situation and they 


know this work must be done. 
How To Get Voters Out. 

“The important question,” Captain Ellis 
said, “is how to get the people out to 
vote. There are about 3,500 people regis- 
tered, and in order to carry these bonds 
we have got to get about 2,400 of these 
to the polls to vote in their favor. We've 
got to have 2,400 affirmative votes, and 
that is why we have invited you all to 
join this committee—to help us get out 
these votes. I will be glad to entertain 
any suggestion.’’ 

Judge Hillyer stated that Tax Collector 
Stewart had put on an extra force of 
clerks and had already furnished the 
committee with the lists of registered 
voters in four wards and would furnish 
the others by night or early this morning 
so that work could be bégun at once. 

“There is all the water in the Chatta- 
hoochee river,’’ said Judge Hillyer, ‘‘that 
we can possibly use, There is water 
enough there, even at the lowest stage 
of the river, to supply all the water 
even Boston or New York could use. We 
have pumping capacity there for 35,000,000 
gallons a day and in case of fire it could 
be forced to 40,000,000 gallons. The sys- 
tem is all that can be desired. The only 
thing necessary is the means of deliv- 
ering that water te the people. That 
they need it there is no question. The 
city is in the position of a merchant 
who has plenty of goods and a big de- 
mand for them, but will not provide 
the wagons to deliver them. 

“IT believe nineteen-twentieths of the 
people of Atlanta are in favor of these 
bonds and the great question, as Cap- 
tain Ellis says, is to get these voters 
to the polls,”’ 

The putting in of new pipe, Judge Hill- 
yer said, was not like an expense, as no 
man knows the life of a cast iron pipe. 
No one ever saw one rusted except when 
it had been corroded by electricity. It 
has been estimated that they will last 
more than 300 years. 

‘Inless this work is done,’ Judge Hill- 
yer said, ‘‘we will pay out more money 
in a year and a half fin increased insur- 
ance rates than this improvement will 
cost.” 

There are some twenty or twenty-five 
miles of new pipe to be laid, it was 
stated. 

The interest on the proposed bonds will 
be fully one-third less than the amount 
of interest that will be saved on the 
bonds to be retired during the next 


year. 
Should Be Systematic Plan. 

Rev. A. C. Ward suggested that the 
committee adopt a systematic plan; that 
each member of the committee be fur- 
nished with a printed list of the regis- 
tered voters; that each ward be divided 
into five sections; that each member of 
the committee be assigned a section, and 
that he see each voter in his section per- 
sonally so that on election day the com- 
mittee will know exactly where the mat- 
ter stands. 

Mr. Wheeler Mangum, of the _ third 
ward, said he had heretofore been op- 
posed to the bonds, but he realized now 
that something ought to be done and he 
said he intended to devote his earnest 
efforts to the work, 

City Engineer Clayton furnished some 
figures to show how, in various sections 
of the city, the theoretical pressure is re- 
duced more than one-half on account of 
the small mains, This is caused by the 
friction and the free using of water in 
sections nearer to the waterworks plant. 

Mayor Mims approved the suggestion 
of Rev. Mr. Ward with regard to getting 
at the registered voters. That, he con- 
sidered, was the main question. a 

Following the suggestion of J. M. Alex

THE PASSING THRONG 


“Senator Ben Tillman usually has his 
own way,” said a South Carolina man 
at the Kimball yesterday, ‘‘He got into 
the habit of doing as he pleased when 
he was governor of South Carolina and 
ke has carried the habit with him to the 
United States senate.

Finally Driscoll decided 
to adopt heroic measures, So he went to 
Columbia and walked into Tillman’s of- 
fice. The governor looked up as Driscoll 
entered, glared at him with his sound 
eye and growled: 

“*D—n you, Driscoll, what do, you 
want?’ 

“‘D—n to you, governor,’ retorted 
Driscoll, ‘I want accoutrements for my 
company and right here I stay till I get 
them.’ 

*“**Haven’t any aceoutrements for your 
Charleston rebels,’ snorted Tillman, 
‘You'd just as well go back home.’ 

‘* ‘Oh, I guess I'll get them after awhile,’ 
said Driscoll, ‘I’ve. come prepared to 
Stay.’ 

“With that Driscoll dropped into a chalr, 
lighted a cigar and began to enjoy him- 
self. It was getting ‘late in the afternoon 
and Tillman wantfed-to close his office 
and go home. So he sa‘d: 

“ ‘See here, Driscoll, you'll have to get 
out, I want to close my office.’ 

***y reckon not,’ replied Driscoll. ‘I’ve 
come for accoutrements and here I stay 
until I get them, You’ may put me out 
if you feel like It.’ 

“Tillman looked at Driscoll and con- 
cluded that there would be no fun in 
putting the Charleston man out. Then 
Tillman said: 

“**Well, Driscoll, you @o back home and 
I'll see about those accoutrements tomor- 
row.’ 

“*T don’t budge until I get what I 
want,’ calmly came from Driscoll. 

“‘D——n your obstinacy,’ shouted Till- 
man, ‘I reckon I'l} have to be bulldozed 
by you, as I’m in qa hurry to get away.’ 

“Then Tillman went to work and wrote 
an order on the state armory for Driscoll 
to be supplied with what he wanted. 

“That interview made Tillman and Dris- 
coll the warmest of friends, though they 
had no use for each other before. Shortly 
after the incident which I have related 
@ riot broke out somewhere in South Car- 
Olina, and Tillman wired Driscoll to take 
his company to the scene, ‘I’m sure,’ 
Tillman wired to the Charleston man, 
‘that you will know what to do with 
those accoutrements.’ 

“Driscoll left Charleston and went to 
Jacksonville, Fla., where he was assist- 
ant postmaster during the second Cleve- 
land administration. When the Spanish- 
American war broke out Driscoll, who 
was commander of a Jackgonville com- 
Tany, volunteered, was given a commis- 
sion and made a creditable recon. 

“In South Carolina Driscoll igs known 
as the only man who ever forced Ben 
Tillman to terms.’’ 


“I am afraid the farmers of Georgia 
are preparing for a hard fall,” said a 
gentleman at the Aragon yesterday, “I 
have been traveling over the state for the 
last two weeks and my opinion is that 
there will be a large increase in the cot- 
ton acreage. Everywhere I have been I 
was told that the farmers were prepar- 
ing for a tremendous cotton crop. I am 
told that in many counties lands that 
have been used as pastures have been 
broken up and prepared for cotton. 

“That the farmers meah to make lots 
of cotton is also proven by the enormous 
trade that has been done in mules and 
commercial fertilizers. I am told that 
more mules have been sold in Geor#a 
since last November than in many years, 
and I understand that the sales of fer- 
tilizers have also increased. The pur- 
chase of mules and fertilizers, tn my opin- 
lon, means that the farmerg will try to 
break the record on cotton making. 

“If cotton brings something like 8 cents 
next fall the farmers will win out, but if 
the staple drops much below that figure 
there-will be a lot of work cut out for 
the sheriff. You must remember that the 
farmer is paying dear for everything that 
he buys. His fertilizers cost him more, 
And mules that he could have bought two 
years ago for $100 each have cost him 
$150 this season. The farmers, in my 
Opinion, will owe more next fall than 
they have in years and the result will be 
disastrous if cotton should drop.”

NEGROES TRY TO 
MURDER OFFICER 


Policeman Dobbs Has Desperate 
Fight with Three Mer, 


RL 


ONE OF THE NEGROES SHOT 


Officer Had To Tear Himself Loose 
from His Assailants and Draw | 
His Pistol—Fired Three 
Shots — One Negro - 
Had Dirk. 


Three negro desperadoes attempted to 
murder Policeman L. 8. Dobbs last night, 
and if the officer had not used his pistol 
and shot one of his assailants, they 
would doubtless have added another offi- 
cer to the list of those who have been 
assassinated on the streets of Atlanta 
within the past three years. 

The struggle between officer and ne- 
groes was brief but ‘fierce. ) 

As the polleeman pulled himself away 
from the outlaws he drew his pistol, and 
when the weapon blazed away into the 
crowd the negroes turned and fled, one 
stopning to throw his hands to his,chest 
as he groaned with pain, but he, too, 
fled, and escaped by hiding in the rail- 
road yard. 

The negro whom. the officer shot had a 
dirk in his hand, and he made one mur- 
derous thrust at the officer, oatting a 
long gash in his coat. The other negroes 
seized Officer Dobbs’s club, and !t looked 
for a few moments as if the policeman 
would get the worst of the contest and 
perhaps go down to his death. It was 
then that he tore himself loose. and step- 
ping back drew his pistol and fired. 

Dobbs fought unaided, for there was no 
other officer and not a white citizen 
within sight. He had to deal with three 
drunken, impudent and desperate ne- 
groes, one of whom had a dirk four or 
five inches long, and the whole crowd 
bent on cutting or clubbing him to death. 
If he had not released his club when he 
did and got loose from the negrges he 
would probably have not been alive to 
tell the story. It is a rule among expe- 
rienced officers to always release a club 
if a prisoner seizes hold of it and to step 
out of reach and draw a pistol. Dobbs 
kept cool and his acting in that way when 
he did doubtless saved his life. 

Desperate Struggle Occurs. 

It was about 9 o'clock that Officer 
Dobbs saw three negroes standing at the 
corner of Decatur and Pratt streets, and 
when he approached them he heard them 
cursing and using obscene language. He 
walked nearer to afrest them, and as he 
placed his hand on the first negro, the 
latter drew a long dirk. Just as he raised 
the weapon aloft to strike, the officer 
closed in on him, and the blow did not 


go deeper than his clothing. Dobbs had ! 


drawn his club, and the other twa ‘ne- 
groes seized it. All three were now strug- 
gling with the policeman. It lasted but 
a few seconds, for Dobbs jumped back 
and soon had his pistol in his hand. 
Three times he fired it into the crowd, 
and then the flight of the negroes took 
place. The one who was wounded ran 
towards the railroad yard a _ block off, 
and though the officer chased him the 
fugitive got away. 

Later in the night two negroes called 
at the police barracks and reported that 
@& negro who was shot and dying was 
hiding in a house near Pratt street and 
the railroad. The house was searched, 
but the negro had been taken away. 

It is certain that Dobbs shot one of his 
assailants and that the negro is seriously 
wounded. 

After the affair, Detectives Harris and 
Norman, with Sergeant Bedford, arrested 
about twenty idling, vagrant negroes 
and locked them up. 


MISS AUSTIN'S BODY FOUND 


Two Hundred Yards Below

CORONER HOLDS AN INQUEST 


Body Was Found in Ten Feet of Wa- 
ter by Jerome Henson, of Cobb 
County. 


Within two hundred yards of the spot 
where she leaped into the river a week 
ago the body of Miss Minna Austin was 
found yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock 
by Jerome Henson, of Cobb county. It 
had drifted below the railroad trestle 
with the current and was in water ten 
feet deep. 

The coroner was notified, and he went 
to the river and empaneled a jury for 
the holding of an inquest. Only a few 
witnesses testified, the evidence all show- 
ing that the young lady rode to the rfvez 
in a trolley car and, after removing her 
wraps and hat, walked down the steep 
bank of the river and jumped into the 
water. 

There was evidence to show that Miss 
Austin had been ill for two months and 
was at the time she took her own life 
suffering from mental abberation., 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was 
that the deceased came to her death by 
drowning herself in the river. 

Undertaker Patterson brought the body 
to the city and prepared it for burial. 

The arrangements for the funeral will 
be made this morning.

‘SHARE OF BIG ESTATE 


Atlanta Man Comes. Into 
Possession of $125,000. 


MRS. HALL’S CLAIM 
IS NOT EXPLAINED 


Settlement in New York Law 
Office Satisfactory to All 
the Heirs and to Mrs. 
Hall, of Black 

- Rock. 


the estate of George Francis Gil- 

man, the millionaire tea merchant. 
An agreement between the heirs of whole 
and half blood has been reached, and 
each heir, according to this agreement, 
is to receive the sum of $125,000, including 
Mrs. Blakely Hall, the chatelaine of the 
Black Rock mansion, where George Frans 
cis Gilman dicd. 

A prominent figure in the steps leading 
up to the settlement which was concluded 
late Tuesday night was Frazier Gilman, 
of No. 5 Hammond street, this dity. 
Frazier Gilman, though only a half broth- 
er of the deceased, is to share alike with 
the heirs of whole blood, receiving as his 
part of the estate, $125,000. 

_ The conference Tuesday evening in New 

York city, at which all the heirs were 
represented, was held in the office of 
Lawyer Lincoln McCormack. 

Lawyer Knox, who represented George 
F. Gilman in a legal capacity, and who 
is better acquainted with the estate of 
the deceased than any other person, an- 
nounced at the meeting that the total 
value of the estate would not exceed $2,- 
600,000. It had been estimated in a gen- 
eral way prior to this announcement that 
the wealth of George Gilman would be 
over $20,000,000, and the statement of Law- 
_ yer Knox contradicting this impression, 
had much to do with the amicable set- 
tlement reached between the heirs. 

The Mysterious Mrs. Hall. 

Just how Mrs. Blakely Hall breaks in 
as one of the equal sharers in the estate 
is a question puzzling to the public, and, 
In fact, to all not belonging to the im- 
mediate family. If she has a will signed 
by Geo. F. Gilman just prior to his death, 
she refuses to admit it, but whatever her 
claims may be, it is recognized by the 
blood relatives of the deceased as being 
a valid one. No one will say how Mrs. 
Blakely Hall comes by an equal part of 
the property. Frazier Gilman and his 
brother Theopelas, are silent on this 
point. The former announces, however, 
most emphatically that Mrs. Hall will not 
retain possession of the Black Reck man- 
sion in Connecticut over which for many 
years she has presided as chatelaine. The 
costly home will be placed on the mar- 
ket and sold like the rest of the estate. 

Hala a Million for Tax. 

The estate of George Francis Gilman 
gmounts to $2,500,000, of which $500,000 will 
go to pay the New York state inheritance 
tax and meet the claims of lawyers. This 
leaves $2,000,000 even to be divided be- 
tween ten heirs. 


T te will be no legal fight over 


The impression left by the representa- 


tives of Mrs. Blakely Hall is that she 
will accept her share of the estate and 
make no fight for possession of the Black 
Rock mansion. 

It is probable that Frazier Gilman will 
await the closing up of the estate in 
New York before returning to his home 
in Atlanta. 

In speaking of his efforts in the past t¢ 
get hold of his share of the property of 
his father, Frazier Gilman said: 

Once upon a time I walked the 
streets of New York and lived on 
10 cents a day. It was for George 
Francis Gilman that I did this. He 
had tied up $5,000,000 of our father’s 
money and tried his best to starve us 
to death. 

You see he was hard on the rest of 
us. While we were starving he lived 
like a prince. He swore that the $5,- 
000.000 left by our father was only 
$1,000,000, He wouldn’t even allow us 
car fare. 

Finally we forced him into a settle- 
ment. That was in 1880. We met him 
one day on Broadway and every one 
knows the result. Then he became 
frightened and made a settlement with 
us. And what a settlement! It called 
for $65,000 for each of us, but what we 
really got was $24,000 apiece. 

That he lived in deadly fear for the 

balance of his life and was forced to 
flee to his Black Rock palace. I am 
delighted to hear. There he ‘enjoyed 
what he might havé called a good 
time, but I am satisfied that he never 
had a really contented und happy day. 
‘ And, best of all, he had to leave 
his millions—the millions of which he 
had robbed us—behind. It is to recov- 
er some of these millions that were 
stolen from us that I am here. They 
belong to us, and I for one will fight 
for them—fight to the last ditch. No 
actress, nor any one else, shall have 
one cent until those that George Fran- 
cis Gilman, in the heydey of his health 
and strength, robbed come into their 
own.

WILL ENFORCE THE COSTS 


Tax Assessors Say They Will Col- 
fect from All Delinquents. 


TO ADD $100,000 TO TREASURY 


Time for Making Returns Expires 
Tomorrow, and About Half 
Have Not Been Made. 


“It looks as if the city will collect about | 


$100, 000 or more in costs from _ delin- 
quents,’’ remarked one of the tax asses- 
sors yesterday. ‘‘We are going to see to 
it, too, that the costs are collected,”’ he 
added. 

Tomorrow is the last day for making 
returns 4f city property, real and per- 
sonal, for taxation. The books of the 
tax assessors close on March 15th and 
up to yesterday scarcely more than one- 
half of the citizens and property owners 
of Atlanta had made their returns. 4 
much larger percentage had made returns 
at the same time last year. It is neces- 
sary to close the books at this time, the 
ordinance requiring it so that prepara- 
tions may be made for the collection of 
the first installment of taxes in April. 

In spite of the fact that only three 
more days remained, there was no appa- 
rent rush around the office of the asses- 
sors yesterday. The chances are, there- 
fore, that nearly one-half of the returns 
will be lacking when the books are closed 
tomorrow. However, the assessors are 
ready to accommodate the citizens in any 
number, and no matter how many ap- 
pear today and tomorrow their returns 
will be recorded. 

Having exverienced so much difficulty 
in getting the returns this year, the 
assessors have determined to enforce 
the collection of costs against all failing 
to make returns. The costs amount to 
10 per cent of the taxes. This course will 
unquestionably make a handsome addi- 
tion to the city treasury.

Remains of F. R. Logan Found on 
Railroad Tracks in Indiana. 


LEFT HERE FOR CINCINNATI 


Conducted Barber Shop on Marietta

The officers claim that they were there 
for the purpose of exposing Harkins, but 
the medium states that the policemen 
were among his most ardent disciples, 
and that they had been attending his 
seances in a class for several months. . 

It is not Harkins’s first appearance in 
the city prison, as he was arrested three 
times before, twice for being drunk and 
once for doing business without a license. 
He was fined in the drunk case, but gained 
the other case on the ground that he was 
a spiritualist and not liable for license. 

When Harkins first opened up his tin- 
horn medium business he made the dol- 
lars roll in at a lively rate. He charged 
50 cents all ’round for a seance, and gave 
a cut price to the members of his classes. 
These classes, as he called them, were 
for the purpose, so he stated, of teach- 
ing spiritualism and learning others how: 
to be tinhorn mediums. 

A large number of persons believed 
firmly in Harkins’s power to communicate 
with spirits from the other world through 
his tin horns, and among the faithful 
were several policemen. 

Flashlight Was Used. 

Yesterday morning four officers, who 
claim that they were there for the pur- 
pose of trapping Harkins, assembled at 
the medium’s residence and asked for a 
seance. Besides the policemen there 
were three other men present. 

In the midst of the seance one of the 
officers drew an electric flashlight from 
under his coat, and, pointing it straight 
toward where he knew Harkins was sit- 
ting, he ptshed the button. 

There sat Harkins, pretending that a 
spirit was talking to, one of the officers, 
with a tin hor pressed against his own 
lips. 

He at first denied that he had been 
caught, but when he saw that the evi- 


dence against him was overwhelming, he 
confessed and told a story about the 
spirits being weak and he being obliged 
to assist them a little bit. 

The officers decided that Harkins was 
some sort of a cheat and placed him un- 


At ll o’clock 
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der arrest on the charge of disorderly 
conduct, ordering him held without bail 
until the case can be further looked into. 
Tin-Horn Medium’s Explanation. 

Harkins was seen by a reporter of The 
Constitution in the city prison last night. 
He was in a cell and complained that he 
was sick and tired. 

“Oh, yes,’”’ he said, “I had the tin horn 
in my mouth when they flashed the light, 
but I tried to explain how it was. You 
see, sometimes the clair-audience with the 
spirits is not good, and I have to help 
them. I told the gentlemen yesterday 
morning that the Clair-audience was 
poor, but they insisted upon my giving 
them a seance any way. I tried to ac- 
commodate them the best.I could. When 
the circle was formed I found myself 
very weak and the clair-audience with 
the spirits very poor, so I took up the 
horn when it came to me and helped the 
spirits talk. There was nothing wrong in 
that, but the sitters, and especially the 
police, would not listen to reason.”’ 

“Do you have to help the clair-audience 
often?’’ he was asked. 

“No; that was the first time it ever 
happened,’’ he replied. 

“The first time you were ever caught,” 
he was told. 

“No, the first time I ever had to use 
the horn to help the Spirits,’’ was his 
answer. 

Harkins will be arraigned before the 
recorder this morning, and Officers Willy, 
J. F. White and Arthur will be the prose- 
cutors. Just how they expect to sustain 
the charge of disorderly conduct they 
have not stated. They may, however, ask 
that Harkins be bound over on the state 
charge of being @ common cheat and 
swindler.

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RAILWAY NOTES 


General Passenger Agent C. t. Stone, 
of the Louisville and Nashville, has been 
elected president of the New .Orlans 
Passenger Association. 


Charles Kennedy, assistant general pas- 
senger agent of the Chicago, Rock Is- 
land and Pacific railway, is dead. The 
funeral services were held yesterday in 
Chicago. Mr. Kennedy was one of the 
best known passenger men in the coun- 
try, having served the Rock Island road 
in official capacities at different points 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific for a 
number of years. He went to Chicago 
about a year ago. He was unmarried 
and in his fifty-second year. 


It is stated that a train on the Plant 
system, made up of a Pullman, mall car 
and baggage car, ran the other day from 
Elmington, Ga., to Jacksonville, a dis- 
tance of 146 miles, in 130 minutes. The 
train, it is alleged, made two slowdowns 
and one stop; making the running aver- 
age seventy-four milés an hour. It is 
further averred that five miles of the 
distance was covered in two minutes and 
thirty seconds, or at a rate of 120 miles 
an hour. Some of the railwav journals 
are calling on Colonel B. W. Wrenn to 
produce affidavits before the performance 
goes down on the records. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
conference committee of the Southeast- 
ern Passenger Association was held Mon- 
day in Washington. Chairman Rich- 
ardson, General Passenger Agent Har- 
man, of the Western and Atlantic, and 
Assistant General Passenger Agent Tay- 
loe, of the Southern, were the Atlanta 
representatives who attended. General 
Passenger Agent Wyly, of the Atlanta 
and West Point, could not leave Atlanta 
on account of the critical illness of his 
youngest daughter. Several routine ques- 
tions of minor importance occupied the 
time of the conference, 


The Indianapolis Manufacturers’ Club, 
composed of about 150 prominent busines? 
men of the Indiana capital, will leave the 
latter city on a special train about March 
15th to make a trip through the south. 
From Indianapolis they will go to New 
Orleans via Chattanooga, Atlanta and 
Birmingham. The party will return via 
Louisville. The Indianans are making 
the trip partly for pleasure and partly to 
inform themselves of business conditions 
in the south. A stop over of one or two 
days will probably be made in Atlanta. 


President Winchell, in speaking of the 
unification of the Memphis and Frisco 
railroads, said: 

“There is now a great deal of interest 
between the two roads, but no consolida- 
tion. There are some people who own 
stock In both roads and naturally want 
both to succeed. Bach will feed the 
other, but there will be no merging. Each 
will be operated separately. 

“The people will soon see it demon- 
strated that the roads have no interest 
in tearing down any city on their lines. 
‘The roadp ‘rannot prosper unless the 
country they are dependent upon doas. 
No city has anything to fear, and if Pres- 
ident Yoakum, of the Frisco, were here 
he would join me in this statement. The 
reads will not try to divert business from 
its natural course.’’ 


The New Orleans and Western rallroad 
(including Fort Chalmette) was sold at 
auction on Saturday at New Orleans for 
$100,000 to a syndicate of bondholders, 
headed by F. J. Lisman. The purchasers 
assume the receiver's liabilities, amount- 
ing to over $553,000 and litigations amount- 
ing to some $200,000 more, making the ac- 
tual purchase price about $850,000. It is 
said the purchasers represented the Mor- 
gan syndicate. 


The Atlanta depot situation is begin- 
ning to attract general attention in rail- 
road circles. In the current issue of The 
Railway Age the following editorial ap- 
pears: 

“State railway ownership is not prov-

per annum, or nearly 7 per cent on the 
appraised value, But difficulties have 
arisen. The state and the city of At- 
lanta are now quarreling about the erec- 
tion of a new depot in that citv. for 
which the state refuses to make an ap- 
propriation, although the present gtruc- 
ture has been condemned by the board 
of health; the other roads do not want 
to build a depot, under the  circum- 
stances, and the state authorities begin 
to wonder what they can do with their 
little line, surrounded by independent 
systems, when the present lease expires. 
“The sale of the road appears to the 
legislative committee, which is confronted 
with these troubles, to be the only thing 
to do, and a recommendation to that 
effect will be made to the legislature. 
As one member of the committee puts it: 
‘I do not think the state has any busi- 
ness with a railroad. It is impossible to 
pass any neceassry legislation against the 
railroads on account of the state owning 
one of them. The best plan is to dispose 
of the road altogether. This, of course, 
will require a two-thirds vote of the gen- 
eral assembly, but I think now that a 
bill to make the scale would pass. My 
scheme is to sell the road for bonds and 
to secure the same income which is now 
received by the state, $35,000 per month. 
This would give the state a sure source 
of money for some years to come, would 
take all politics out of the question, and 
in the end would be of more benefit to 
Georgia. A single line will have no 
opportunity fifteen years from now, when 
the lease expires, and the sooner it is 
realized the better it will be.’ This is z 
business view of the situation, and the 
state will be fortunate if it can find a 
purchaser at the price named. Other 
states have tried the experiment of rail- 
way ownership and have been glad to 
turn it over to those who make it a busi- 
ness. Georgia will be in good company in 
doing likewise.”’ 


Statistics showing the mileage of the 
principal railway systems published last 
year gave the New York Central eight- 
een more miles than the Pennsylvania. 
Both the roads have grown since that 
time, and now the Pennsylvania has a 
slight lead. The chief engineer of the 
Pennsylvania in his last report gives the 
system 10,443 miles, while the New York 
Central can claim credit for but 10,436, 
which is seven miles less than the for- 
mer system has. George H. Daniels will 
— this when it comes to his atten- 
tion. 


Some 300 men in the Chicago and Alton 
shops at Bloomington went out for a 
few days last week because of the es- 
tablishment of a piecework system in 
place of weekly wages. After a confer- 
ence with the men, General Superintnd- 
ent Barrett acceded to their demands for 
the old methods and promised them that 
they would not be discharged if in fu- 
ture it was decided to put in piecework 
and any man refused to work that way, 
and, furthermore, that they would not be 
crowded out of their pogitions by those 
who did take the piecework. 


Another railroad has placed itself in the 
list of those who will not tolerate the 
use cf liquor by its employees at any 
time or place. Superintendent Edwards 
of the eastern division of the Chicago 
Great Western, is the author of the latest 
orcer. In addition to prohibiting the use 
of liquor Mr. Edwards has included a 
chause in his order *o the effect that em- 
ployees must pay their debts. Any devia- 
tion from either of these rules will result 
in the prompt dismissal] of the offender.

The Chicago and Northwestern Ys an- 
other road that has In force equally 
etringent rules. G2neral Manager Gard- 
ner says: 

“Our rules regarding. the use of liquor 
are just as stringent. We will not toler- 
ate the use of intoxicants in any degree 
by our employees. This rule is thorough- 
ly understood by all of the men connect- 
ed with our lines, and we are given very 
little trouble on this account. The rule 
has been in effect for meny years. It is 
a good rule, and one which should be 
kept strictly in force." 


General Passenger Agent Stone, of the 
Louisville and Nashville road, said he has 
not as yet selected any one to succeed 
Jackson Smith as division passenger 
agent at Cincinnati. 


The Southern railway has increased the 
semi-annual dividend on tne preferred 
stock to 2 per cent, placing the stock on @ 
4 per cent dividend basis. This is in line 
with expectations. In April and October 
last year only 1% per cent was pald each 
time, and before that much  gmaliler 
amounts were distributed. Under tne 
present management the Southern rati- 
way has been enjoying steadily rising 
prosperity. The report for the fiscal year 
cnding last June showed a surplus of 
$1,117,252 over and above the 3 per cent 
dividends paid ovt of that year’s earn- 
ings. In other words, in that period of 
twelve months the company, though pay- 
ing only 3 per cent, really earned almost 
the full 5 per cent to which the preferred 
shares are entitled. For the current fis- 
cal year the outcome will, of course, be 
very much better; the figures of net are 
available for the seven months to Jan- 
vary 3ist, and for these seven months 
the increase in net has been $329,816. The 
increase in gross for the same geven 
months was no less than $1,321,710.

New York, March 18.—Early events on the

color to the Ellison report. Shorts soon became 
alarmed and were soon retiring hastily. Wall 
street appeared as a buyer of near months, 
German interests bought July and August 
freely, while the south bid for cotton ex- 
tending from March to December delivery. On 
the upturn bulls were quick to see their open- 
ing and followed up their advantage with a 
vim. Near the close profit taking caused a 
1 reaction from the top. At the close 
the market was quiet and steady with prices 
net 2 points higher to 5 points lower. 


Good Run of Orders Awaiting Exe- 
cution. 


New Orleans, March 13.—Spot cotton was 
rather slack today, principally because of the 
fact that the tables had been pretty well 
cleared last evening. There appears to be a 
fairly good -un of orders awaiting execution. 
Factors are asking quoted prices for their 
holdings, but buyers are offering lower figures 
and the differences have kept the two ele- 
ments somewhat apart. But the advantage is 
unquestionably with the purchasing contin- 
gent, and such sales as have been effected thus 
far were made upon the basis of concessions in 
favor of buyers. The cotton exchange quota- 
tions, however, were unchanged. 

The market for contracts was active during 
the forenoon with interest very well dis- 
tributed over the entire tier of months and 
with the bear element still in control of the 
situation. Liverpoo! showed an early tendency 
to break orices sharply, opening |-32d lower 
for spots and 1-64d to 2-64d lower for con- 
tracts, but recovered strength later on and 
finally closed with March-April cotton stand- 
ing 1|-64d above yesterday’s level, while all 
other positions wer held on exactly an even 
range. On this side the bearish feeling was 
more pronounced New York opened down 7 to 9 
points on this crop and 2 to 4 points on next 
trop months, while New Orleans showed an 
opening loss of 8 to !0O points all along the 
line. After the morning call, however, a 
slightly better feeling developed, in keeping 
with the trend of values in the English mar- 
ket, and prices fluctuated over a range of 4 
to § points, with a mild but perceptible lean- 
ing toward a higher level, and the market 
tlosed only | to 2 points lower than yesterday’s 
tlosing.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, March 13.—The dealings on to- 
day’s stock market covered an extraordinary 
ringe of securities. Quotations were made for 
some stocks which have lain dormant for 
many days, and a number of usually very 
quiet stocks were made active. Stocks of 
some small railroads, which are usually ob- 
scured by reason of the smallness of their 
capital stock, were made comparatively con- 
spicuous in today’s market. Operations were 
constantly shifting from one stock to another 
or from one group to another, no one stock 
maintaining its prominence during the whole 
day. It was a noticeable fact also that many 
of the standard stocks, which are usually 
looked to for the pulk of the trading, were com- 
paratively quiescent and moved very nar- 
rowly.

Prime on the Grop Situation. 


8S. T. K. Prime writes to The Daily Stock- 
holder from Chicago of the crop situation at the 
close of last week as follows: Fairly speaking, 
the country has experienced in the week now 
closing, all kinds of March weather.

The repeated failure of the spring wheat crop 
has in a great measure had a powerful effect 
upon the farmers and they see with continued 
low prices of wheat the folly of putting all 
their eggs into one basket, and they also see 
and realize the wonderful prosperity of those 
states in the west which confine themselves 
more directly to a diversity of husbandry, 

We have the winter wheat crop starting up 
over @ broad area of the winter wheat belt. 
Not very rapidly or v y, but just 
enough to give us some hopes that spring is 
again with us. 

It has got through the winter fairly well, 
The first ten days of Marth have given us more 
or less freezing and thawing weather, but so 
far we hear of very little damage to crops from 
that source, What the farmers do fear, and 
haye every reasoa to fear, is the development 
of Hessian fly as the spring advances. 

Stocks of old wheat in some of the largest 
producing states in the wheat belt seem to be 
reduced to a very low point and there is @ 
great deal of interstate buying at present as 
well as of going to grain centers by local 
millers, 

Old corn continues to. keep well in farmers’ 
cribs in every sense of the word, It seems to 
be grading a little better, but not very much. 
Receipts at grain centers have not been very 
free during March, Country roads have been 
against it as well as prices, and the near ap- 
proach of the seeding season everywhere has 
ne an effect also of making receipts very 

ght. 

The spring opens favorably. Very little frost 
to contend with. Practically no snow, plenty 
of moisture and farmers in the more favored 
latitudes already seeding. Everything seems 
to point to a good season as well as good 
prices. Of course we cannot tell what a day or 
an hour may bring forth, but when we com- 
pare the opening of March with the last three 
or four years, we certainly have a great deal 
of encouragement in store for us.

é Ho you any shoes you could 
swap’ me for this kindling?” was 
the plaintive question that met 
the good housewife as she opened the 
door in response to a feeble knock. There 
stood a little female child gbout eight 
years of age, her straggling hair falling 
ffom an old weatherbeatern hat and al- 
most covering the child eyes. which, 
though child eyes as they were, had a 
look in them that made One intuitively 
sigh. The impoverished little body was 
scantily covered with a torn and mud- 
spattered calico dress that was not long 
‘enough to cover the bare legs, and the 
bare feet all blistered and spread to un- 
natural proportions. : 
The little hands that held the bundle/of 
kindling were Ifke claws hardened to 
grasp rather than to hold, and the voice 
was piping and wierd, and the story told 
was that of “maw” being sick and ‘“‘Bud- 
die’ staying at home while she came into 
the town to swap kindling for some 
shoes and sell matches to get money to 
buy dread. 

She wanted the shoes before she started 
back because it was so far to the river 
to walk, and her feet they did hurt so, 
and when she walked slowly darkness 
came and she was so afraid tn the dark- 
ness, and then She got cold, too. 

Had she a father? It was too bad to 
have asked her that. Her face was blank 
at first and then it took on a look of 
shame, and she.turned her head away 
when she replied that she had never 
seen her “paw.”

HEALTH OFFICER OPPOSED 


Physicians Think Office Will Get 
Into Politics. 


COMMITTEE HAD NO QUORUM 


Discussion of Ordinance Had To Go 
Over Until Friday After- | 
noon. 


The ordinance to create the office of 
health officer was not discussed by the 
ordinance committee of council yester- 
day—at least the discussion of it was 
confined to one member, Chairman E. C. 
Kontz, he being the only one present at 
the meeting called for 4 o'clock. 

Quite a number of physicians were 
present for the purpose of giving the 
committee their views, and after talking 
over the matter informally, and waiting 
in vain for a quorum to appear, Chair- 
man Kontz had to call the meeting off 
umtil Friday afternoon. The ordinance 
committee will meet at that time to dis- 
cuss the two street car ordinances, one 
about the stopping of cars and the other 
about taxing the gross receipts of street 
car companies, introduced by Council- 
man Reed. If these matters can be dis- 
posed of in time, the health officer ordi- 
nance will be taken up and passed upon, 
as Chairman Kontz is particularly anx- 
ious to make a report upon it to council 
on Monday afternoon. 

There is considerable opposition to the 
ordinance manifested by many of, the 
physicians of the city, mainly on account 
of their opposition to the present board 
of health. and no doubt a number of 
them will make interesting arguments 
before the committee against it. They 
say they fear the office will be brought 
into politics, which would make it prac- 
tically valueless for the purposes for 
which it is intended. 

The committee will doubtless be urged 
on this account to make an unfavorable 
report on the ordinance. The members 
of the committee, however, are deter- 
mined to hear the matter out and decide 
it as they think for the best interests of 
the city. 


TAX COMMITTEE TO MEET. 


Board of Health Will Also Take Up 
the Garbage Question This 
Afternoon. 

The tax committee of council will meet 
this afternoon in the mayor’s office to 
consider some important questions. 
Among other things the matter of arriv- 
ing at some constitutional method of tax- 
ing street railroad companies will be dis- 
cussed. Another matter will be the peti- 
tion of Spellman university for reduction 
in its taxes, it being claimed that this 

is purely an educational institution. 

The board of health, the sub-cgmmittee 
from tHe finance committee and the spe- 
cial committee appointed by council will 
meet together at 4 o'clock this afternoon 
to settle, if possible, the garbage ques- 
tion. They will meet ‘‘to fight it out,"’ as 
one of them put it. The object is to ar- 
rive at some effective method of dispos- 
ing of the city’s garbage and night soil at 
a less cost than that at present required. 


M’PHERSON: RECEIVING MEN. 


Recruits for New Regiment Are Be- 
ing Enlisted Daily—-No Other 
New Stations Yet. 

The new Twenty-sixth regiment of vol- 
unteers, assigned for the fighting yet to be 
done in the Philippines, is being rapidly 
recruited. The only recruiting station yet 
opened is the general headquarters of the 

regiment at Fort McPherson. 

Recruits are coming in every day, and 
it is expected that as soon as several of 
the officers reach Fort McPherson re- 
cruiting offices will be opened in the city 
and in different parts of the southern 
states. An effort is being made to have 
the regiment a southern one im a strict 
sense of the word, and it is not thought 
that recruiting stations will be opened 
other than in southern cities. 

There are at present at Fort McPherson 
only three of the officers of the new regi- 
ment, but others are expected to arrive 
within the next few days. A recruiting 
station will be opened in the city at an 
early date, but in the meantime new men 
may enlist in the new regiment at Fort 
McPherson.

In 
the Walker street school there are 1,000 
children and more than 400 each in the 
others—nearly 2,000 children in those three 
schools—and they presented a fine ap- 
pearance, too, every one of them. The 
system of instruction is excellent, the 
discipline all that could be desired, and 
they are altogether such schools as At- 
lanta can be justly proud of.”’

MAKES FULL CONFESSION 


Fourteen-Year-Old Boy Spent $14 
in a Few Days. 


DETECTIVES TELL OF OLD BICYCLE CASE 


Harris Went Into Neighbor’s House

In the Dunwody home is a tele- 
phone. 

Last Saturday morning Robert Harris 
had occasion to use a telephone, and he 
went to his neighbor’s house and -asked 
permission to use the ’phone, and he was 
told that he night do so. 

Instead of feeling grateful for the kind- 
ness, the boy showed his appreciation of 
the favor by carrying off a pocketbook 
containing $14. 

Mrs. Dunwody was in the act of leav- 
ing the house to go to town, and placed 
her pocketbook with the $14 on a table 
within reach of young Harris. 

When the boy left the house, Mrs. 
Dunwody looked for her purse and found 
that it was gone. 

The matter was placed in the hands of 
the detectives, and they arrested Harris 
yesterday afternoon. 

The boy made a full confession and 
told where he had hidden the purse. The 
money, he said, had all been spent. 

From Saturday until Wednesday Har- 
ris had made away with $14, and he says 
he cannot tell exactly what he bought. 
He iust splurged for awhile and had a 
good time while the money lasted. 

‘Detective Lanford states that about a 
year ago Harris. who was then a mes- 
senger boy, rode off with a fine wheel 


belonging to the company for which he . 


worked, and reported that it had been 
stolen. After the detectives had searched 
for the wheel for a week Harris admit- 
ted that he had carried it off and hid- 
den it. 

The detectives found the pocketbook in 
an outhouse where Harris had told them 
he placed it. It has not been decided 
upon what course, the case shall take.

GOLDEN ADJUDGED INSANE. 


Former Occupant of Asylum Will 
Scon Be Returned 
Again. 

Dr. John T. Golden, of 209 Luckie. street, 
was adjudged insane yesterday by a jury 
before Judge John R. Wilkinson, the or- 
dinary. The wife of the doctor was al- 
lowed to take him in charge and care 
for him until he can be admitted to the 
state insane asylum. 

The case of Dr. Golden is very pathetic.

He 
made his escape from thére, however, 
and was never returned. His child died 
about two years ago, and it is thought 
that brooding over the death may have 
tended to weaken his mental faculties.

It was learned that the battle in tho 
juryroom was about as hotly contested as 
it was in the courtroom, and it is stated 
that the jurymen ballotegd at frequent in- 
tervals all during the night, never ceas- 
ing for sleep. The jury was about evenly 
divided, 1t is stated, on the various bal- 
lots, and, according to reports, the ver- 
cict was reached in a rather remarkable 
manner. 

After the case had Leen argued pro and 
con and many ballots had been taken 
dir:ng the night, the jurymen were be- 
ginning to feel somewhat weary yester- 
Gay morning, and were anxious to get 
together on a verdict. At 9:30 o’clock it 
is said that the suggestion was made that 
a final ballot be taken and that a verdict 
be made for the side receiving the largest 
number of votes. This suggestion, it 
seems, met with favor, and when the vote 
was taken it wes found that the defense 
had the majority. This settled the mat- 
ter, it is said, and a verdict was returned 
in favor of the defense.
